© heritances given, away to thoſe that were moſt 


a active in doing Miſchief ; their Servants, Bro- 


© thers, Friends, and Children, murder'd. Thus 
© his own People, whom, by the Duty of his Of- 
© fice, he was bound to protect from all Injury, 
© were, by himſelf in Perſon, purſued with Fire 
© and Sword, Impriſonments, Tortures, Death, 
© and all the Calamities of War and Deſolation.

that Senſe, and proſecuted the Ends thereof, in 


| © joining with the Parliament of England, and fight- 


© ing againſt the King's Party; yet now their Judg- 
ments are rectified to proſecute the ſame Ends by 
* joining with the King's Party, and fighting againſt 
« their Fele the Parliament of 


England. But God will not be mocked; and 


* though this Cloud of freſh Calamities, both here 
and from the North, threaten'd the poor Nation; 


* and, in all human Probability, was pouring utter 
| © Ruin upon us, yet the viſible Hand of God, as 


many Times formerly, ſo now mightily and mi- 
* We appeared for us; and led the Army, 
* whom he was pleaſed to make his Inſtruments, 
* with that Courage, Wiſdom, and Fidelity, as a- 
* mazed and ſubdued our Enemies, and preſerved, 
© under him, all that can be dear unto us. 
During theſe Diſtractions, and by what Means 


© is ſufficiently known, and related more fully in a 


© late Declaration, an eighth Addreſs muſt be made 
*unto the King, contrived by his Party; the 
© Votes of Parliament to the contrary revok'd, and 
© Commiſſioners ſent to the Iſle of Wight; where, 
* inſtead of yeilding to their juſt Deſires, whilft 
© they were treating with him for Peace, even then 
* was he plotting to raiſe a new War againſt them, 
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© End his two elder Sons were in Hoſtility, and 
armed with Power of granting Commiſſions fur. 
© ther to deſtroy the People committed to his 
Charge. 
© Upon all theſe, and many other unparalelled 
© Offences ; upon his Breach of Faith, of Oaths 
© and Proteſtations ; upon the Cry of the Blood of 
© Ireland and of England; upon the Tears of Wi- 
< dows and Orphans, and childleſs Parents, and 
© Millions of Perſons undone by him, let all the 
World of indifferent Men judge, whether the 
Parliament had not ſufficient Cauſe to bring the 
King to Juſtice, - | 

© But it was objected, and it was the late King's 


© own Aſſertion, That thoſe in his high Place ar: 


© accountable for their Actions to none but God, whſt 
© Anointed they are. From whence it muſt follow, 
That all the Men of this Land were only made for 
© the Sake of that one Man the King, for him to 
do with them what he pleaſeth; as if they had 
* been all created for no other Purpoſe but to ſatiſ- 
6 fy the Lufts, and to be a Sacrifice to the perverſe 
« Will, of a Tyrant. 

This will not eaſily be believed to be ſo or- 
© dained by God, who puniſheth, but never efta- 
© bliſheth, Injuſtice and Oppreſſion; whom we 
find offended when the People demanded a King, 
© but no Expreſſion of his Diſpleaſure at any Time, 
© becauſe they had no King. Such an unaccount- 
© able Officer were a ſtrange Monſter to be per- 
< mitted by Mankind; but this Doctrine is better 
© underſtood by the preſent Age, than in former 
Times; and requireth the leſs to be ſaid in Con- 
« futation of it, being enough to confute itſelf. 

For the Phraſe of Anointed, no learned Divine 

c will affirm it to be applicable to the Kings of 
England, as to thoſe of Fudah and Iſrael, or more 
© toa King than to every other Magiſtrate or Ser- 
* vant of God ; or that the Words, touch not mini 


© Anointed, were ſpoken of Kings, but unto King 
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to the Prophets and Saints of God, there under- 
© ſtood to be his Anointed. | 

Another Objection was, That to bring a King 
© to Trial and capital Puniſhment is without Pre- 
6 cedent. 

© So were the Crimes of the late King; and cer- 
«© tainly the Children of Jſrael had no known Law 
© or Precedent to puniſh the Benjamites for their 
© odious Abuſe of the Levite's Wife, yet God 
* own'd the Action. | 

© There want not Precedents of ſome of his Pre- 
deceſſors, who have been depoſed by Parliaments, 
© but were afterwards, in Darkneſs and in Corners, 
© baſely murdered : This Parliament held it more 
© agreeable to Honour and Juſtice, to give the King 
© a fair and open Trial, by above an hundred Gen- 
© tlemen, in the moſt public Place of Juſtice; free, 
© if he had ſo pleaſed, to make his own Defence; 
© that Part of his Crime being then only objected 
© againſt him, of which the Parliaments of both 


© his Kingdoms had, by their joint Declaration, 


© formerly declared him guilty. 

With his Offences were join'd all along a 
© ftrange Obſtinacy and Implacableneſs, and in- 
© cefſant Labour for the Deſtruction of his People; 


© which (with the unerring Truth, wherein is no 


© Diſpenſation for Kings, that no Satisfattion /balt 
* be taken for the Life of a Murderer, but he ſhall 


* be cleanſed of the Blood that is ſhed therein, but 
© by the Blood 4 him that ſbed it) brought on and 
effected the Work of Juſtice upon him. 

„The King being dead, the next Conſideration 
fell upon his Children: From theſe Branches 
could be expected no other than the ſame bitter 
Fruit which fell in the Reign of the Father, who 
* had engaged them in his own Ways and Quarrel ; 


© and the two eldeſt ſo early appearing in actual 


Arms and Hoftility againſt the Parliament, na 


* more Safety or Security could be * for 
| | rom 
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Inter regnum. from them than from their Predeceſſor; nor, in 
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© human Probability, as Affairs then ſtood, any 
© ſafe Way for a ſure Peace and Prevention of fu- 
ture Troubles, and to avoid a Succeſſion of Mi- 
© ſery, but by taking away the Succeſſion of that 
from whence it hath always riſen, and would 
certainly ſpring again, if permitted to take new 
Root, the Deſigns and Practices of Kings, their 


© Flatterers and evil Counſellors. 


The Objection is obvious, of Injuſtice to diſ- 
© inherit thoſe who have a Right and Title to the 
© Crawn. Surely the elder Right is the People's, 
< whom they claim to govern: If any Right or 


© Title were in the eldeſt Son, the fame is forfeited 
I by the Father's Act, in other Caſes; even of Of- 


* ficers of Inheritance, which being forfeited for 
© Breach of Truſt, (a Condition annex'd to every 
Office) none will deny but that the ſame exclu- 
< deth the Children as well as the Officer: But 
© here the elder Sons levied War againſt the Parlia- 
< ment; and it cannot be alledged that the young- 


er Children were born to any Thing. 


But the ſame Power and Authority which firſt 


4 erected a King, and made him a public Officer 
for the common Good, finding him perverted, 


to the common Calamity, it may juſtly be ad- 
5 mitted, at the Pleaſure of thoſe whoſe Officer he 
is, whether they will continue that-Officer any 
< longer. or change that Government for a better; 
< and, inſtead of reſtoring Tyranny, to reſolve into 
© a free State. 

© Herein the Parliament received Encourage- 
© ment. by their Obſervation of the Bleſſing of God 


© upon other States: The Romans, after their Regi- 


v. 7ugium, tor many hundred Years together, pro- 
< ſpered far more than under any of their Kings or 
$ Emperors : The State of Venice hath flouriſhed 
© for one thouſand three hundred Years : How 


much do the Commons in Switzerland, and other 


b free States, exceed thoſe who are not ſo, in Riches, 
+ Freedom, Peace, and all Happineſs? Our Neigh- 
| © bours 
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of Government, have wonderfully increaſed in 
« Wealth, Freedom, Trade, and Strength, both by 
Sea and Land. ens, ; | 

In Commonwealths they find Juſtice duly 
< adminiiter'd, the great Ones not able to op- 
« preſs the Poorer, and the Poor ſufficiently pro- 
« vided for; the Seeds of Civil War and Diſſen- 
© tion, by particular Ambition, Claims of Succeſ- 


« ſton, and the like, (wherein this Nation hath been 


in many Ages grievouſly employed) wholly remo- 
ved; and a juſt Freedom of their Conſciences, 
« Perſons, and Eſtates, enjoyed by all Sorts of 
Men. 

On the other Side, looking generally into the 
Times of our Monarchs, what Injuſtice, Oppreſ- 
« ſion, and Slavery were the common People kept 
© under; ſome great Lords ſcarce affording to ſome 
of their Servants, "Tenants, or Peaſants, ſo good 
Meat, or ſo much Reſt, as to their Dogs and 
© Horſes ? It was long ſince warned in Parliament, 
© by a Privy Counſellor to the late King, That we 
© ſhould take heed, leſt, by loſing our Parlia- 
© ments, it would be with us as with the common 
People in a Monarchy, where they are contented 
« with Canvaſs Cloathing and Wooden Shoes, and 


(look more like Ghoſts than Men: This was in- 


< tended for the Fate of England, had our Monarch 
© prevailed over us. To bring this to paſs, their 
< Beaſts of Forefts muſt grow fat, by devouring 
© the poor Man's Corn; for Want of which, he 
© and his Wife and Children muſt make many a 
hungry Meal: A Tradeſman furniſhing a great 
Man with moſt Part of his Stock, or a Creditor 
with Money, and expecting due Satisfaction and 
Payment, is anſwered with ill Words or Blows ; 
* and the dear- bought Learning that Lords and 
< Kings Servants are privileged from Arreſts and 
© Proceſs of Law, Thus many poor Creditors and 
© their Families have periſhed by the Injuſtice and 
6 Prodigality of their lawleſs Creditors. 1 
0 
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A poor Waterman with his Boat or Barge; a 


poor Countryman with his Team and Horſes, 


© and others of other Callings, muſt ſerve the King 
for the King's Pay; which, if they can get, is 
© not enough to find themſelves Bread, when their 
< Wives and Children have nothing but the Hus- 
© band's Labour to provide for them alſo. 


For that one Exaction of the Court called 


© Purveyance, about which our Anceſtors made ſo 
© many good and ſharp Laws, yet none of them 
could be kept; it hath been lately computed to 


coſt the Country more in one Year than their 
Aſſeſſments to the Army. 


< Theſe are ſome of thoſe generally obſerved, 
© and more public Exactions, which were obvious, 
not to the Underſtanding only, but to the Senſe 
© of the many grieved Sufferers ; but if the vaſt 
< Expence of the Court, in Ways of Luxury and 
< Prodigality, be conſidered ; as, on the one Side, 


by a ſtanding ill ordered Diet for a Number of 


Drones and unprofitable Burdens of the Earth; 


© by chargeable Feaſts, and vain-glorious Maſques 
and Plays, (their Sabbath-Days Exercite or Pre- 
< parations) together with other (leſs ſinful, but no 


© Jeſs) chargeable Proviſions for Sports and Recrea- 
© tions, for which thouſands of Acres, ſcores of 
« Miles, and great Parts of whole Counties have 
been ſeparated from a much better and public 
© Improvement. | 

On the other Side, by thoſe profuſe Donations 
© of yearly Salaries and Penſions granted to ſuch 
© as were found, or might be made, fit Inſtruments 
and Promoters of Tyranny, or elſe ſuch as had 
Relation to the King, in native or perſonal Re- 
< ſpets : In which latter Kind may be ſhewed Ac- 
© counts of above 50,000 l. per Annum that was 
< paid out of the Excheguer to Favourites of the 
Scots Nation; beſides the ſecret Supplies from 
© the Privy-Purſe and otherwiſe, beſt known to the 
© Receivers; which may perhaps be one Reaſon 
© why they are ſo zealous to uphold the Kingly 

| | Power 
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Power in this Nation, whereof the King was Inter-regnum, 
their Countryman. 8 1648. 

« He that obſerves ſo many hundreds of thou 
* ſands, commun:bus Annis, expended in thoſe Ways; 8 
and ſhall know that the legal juſtifiable Revenue 
of the Crown (beſides the Cuſtoms and ſome o- 
© ther Perquiſites charged with the Maintenance 

of the Navy and Forts) fell ſhort of one hundred 
< thouſand Pounds, might juitly wonder what ſe- 
© cret under-ground Supplies fed thoſe Streams 
© of Vanity and Miſchief, were it not as notorious, 
© that the Projects, Monopolies, Sales of Offices, 
© Bribes, Compoſitions for Breach of Penal Laws, 
and the like Ways of draining the People's Purſes 
as wickedly got, fo were only fit thus to be em- 
< ployed. By occaſion whereof the Court arrived at 
that unhappy Height, as to be the great Nurſery 
© of Luxury and Intemperance ; the Corrupter of 
© the Manners and Diſpoſitions of many otherwiſe 
„ hopeful Branches, ſprung from the nobleſt Fa- 
< milies; and an univerſal Perverter of Religion and 
Goodneſs therein, making good the Md, 
Exeat Auld qui vult eſſe pins. . 

In a free State, theſe, and a Multitude of the 
© like Grievances and Miſchiefs will be prevented; 
© the Situation and Advantages of this Land, both 
© for Trade abroad, and Manufactures at home, 
© will be better underſtood, when the Dangers of 
Projects, Monopolies, and Obſtructions thereof, 
© are, together with the Court, the Fountain of 
© them, removed; and a free Trade, with Encou- 
© couragement of Manufactures, and Provifion for 

| © the Poor, be ſettled by , the Commonwealth, 
© whereunto the ſame is moſf agreeable, and which 
© the former Government had never yet Leiſure 
© effeCtually to do. | 

Upon all theſe before-mentioned, and many 
< other, weightyConfiderations, the Repreſentatives 
of the People, now aſſembled in Parliament, have 
< judged it neceſſary to change the Government of 
this Nation from the former Monarchy (unto 
which, by many injurious Incroachments, it had 

| arrived) 


. © and Commons formerly ſat to 
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arrived) into a Republic, and not to have any 
© more a King to tyrannize over them. 

© In order hereunto, and for the better Settle- 
© ment of this Commonwealth, it being found of 
great Inconvenience, that the Houſe of Lords 
* (fitting in a Body by themſelves, and called by 
© Writ to treat and adviſe, yet) in the making of 
Laws, and other great Affairs, ſhould any longer 


' © exerciſe a Negative Vote over the People, whom 


© they did not at all repreſent ; and likewife a ju- 


© dicial Power over the Perſons and Eſtates of all 


the Commons, whereof they are not competent 
Judges; and that their Power and Greatneſs did 
© chiefly depend upon the Power and Abſoluteneſs 
of a King, whereunto they had lately expreſſcd 
© a ſufficient Inclination. 

And it being molt evident, that (eſpecially in 
< theie Times of Exigency) neither the Govern- 
ment of the Republic, nor the Common Safety. 
© could bear the Delays and Negatives of a Houſe of 
< Lords; it was therefore thought neceſſary, wholly 
< to aboliſh and take the fame away. Leaving, 
< nevertheleſs, unto thoſe Lords who have been, 


and ſhall be, faithful to the Commonwealth, 


© the ſame Privilege of chooſing, and being choſen, 
< Repreſentatives of the People, as other Perſons 
© of Intereſt and good Affections to thePublic have 
Right unto ; and which is not improbable to have 
been the Way of our Anceſtors, when both Lords 
gether. 

But an Objection is frequently made, con- 
© cerning the Declaration of the Houſes, of April, 


1646, For governing the Kingdom by King, Lords, 


© and Commons, and other Declarations for making 


© him a great and happy Prince. 

This was then fully their Intent, being at that 
Time confident, that the King's ill Counſel once 
< removed from him, he would have conformed 


_ © himſelfto the Deſires of his People in Parliament; 


c and the Peers, who remained with the Parlizment, 


would have been a great Cauſe of his ſo doing; 


but finding, after ſeven fruitleſs Addreſſes made 
| © unto 
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obſtinate Maintenance of his uſurped "Tyranny, 
and refuſed to accept of what the Parliament had 
declared; and to the upholding of this Tyranny, 
the Lords were all obliged, in regard of their 
own Intereſt in Peerage ; whereby they aſſumed 
to themſelves an exorbitant Power of Exemption 
from paying of their juſt Debts, and anſwering 
« Suits in Law, beſides an hereditary Judicatory 
© over the People, tending to their Slavery and 
»Oppreſſion, the Commons were conſtrained to 
change their former Reſolutions, finding them-

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« {elves thus fruſtrated in their Hopes and Inten- 


© tions ſo declared: Which Change being for the 
© Good of the Commonwealth, no Commoner of 


England can juſtly repine at; neither could the 


© King or Lords take any Advantage thereof, be- 
© cauie they never conſented thereto ; and where 
no Contract is made, there none can be ſaid to 
be broken: And no Contract is truly made, but 
where there is a Stipulation on both Sides, and 
one Thing to be rendered for another ; which 
not being in this Caſe, but refuſed, the Com- 
mons were no ways tied to maintain that Declara- 
tion, to the Performance of which, they were not 
bound by any Compact or Acceptance of the o- 
© ther Part; and to the Alteration whereof ſo ma- 
ry Reaſons for the Preſervation of the People's 
« Liberties did ſo neceſfarily and fully oblige 
© then EY 

Another ObjeCtion is, That theſe great Mat- 
ters ought, if at all, to be determined in a full 
* Houſe, and not when many Members of Parlia- 
© ment are by Force excluded; and the Privilege 
* fo highly broken, that thoſe who are permitted to 
« /it in Parliament do but act under a Force, and 
© upon their good Behaviour. 7 

© To this it is anſwered, That every Parliament 
© ought to act upon their good Behaviour; and 
© few have acted, but ſome Kind of Force hath at 

< one Time or other been upon them ; and moſt 
of them under the Force of tyrannical Will, and

unto him, that he yet both lived and died in the Inter-regnum. 
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Fear of Ruin by Diſpleaſure thereof; ſome under 
© the Force of ſeveral Factions or Titles to the 
* Crown ; yet the Laws made, even by ſuch Par- 
© liaments, have continued, and been received and 
© beneficial to ſucceeding Ages. All which, and 


© whatſoever hath been done by this Parliament, 


< ſince ſome of their Members deſerted them, and 
the late King raiſed Forces againſt them, and 
© ſeveral Diſorders and Affronts formerly offered 
to them, if this Objection take Place, are wholly 
© vacated. | IS 

For any Breach of Privilege of Parliament; it 
© will not be charged upon the remaining Part, or 
© to have been within their Power of Prevention 
© or Reparation ; or that they have not enjoyed the 


© Freedom of their own Perſons and Votes, and 


© are undoubtedly, by the Law of Parliaments, far 
© excecding that Number which makes a Houſe, 
authorized for the Diſpatch of any Buſineſs what- 
ſoever: And that which at preſent is called a 
Force upon them, is ſome of their beſt Friends, 
< called and appointed by the Parliament for their 
< Safety, and for the Guard of them againſt their E- 
© nemies ; who, by this Means, being diſappointed 


of their Hopes to deſtroy the Parliament, would 


* nevertheleſs ſcandalize their Actions, as done un- 
der a Force; who, in Truth, are no other than 
« their own Guards of their own Army, by them- 


* ſelves appointed: And when it fell into Conſi- 


< deration, Whether the Privilege of Parliament, 
gor the Safety of the Kingdom, ſhould be prefer- 
© red, it is not hard to judge which ought to ſway 
© the Balance; and that the Parliament ſhould paſs 
by the Breach of Privilege (as had been formerly 
© often done upon much ſmaller Grounds) rather 


than by a ſullen declining their Duty and Truft, 


to reſign up all to the apparent Hazard of Ruin 

and Confuſion to the Nation. | 
There remains yet this laſt and weighty Ob- 

© jeQtion to be fully anſwered, That the Courts of 


Fuſtice, and the good old Laws and Cuſtoms of 


England, (the Badges of our Freedom, the Bene- 
| fit 
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© fit whereof our Anceſtors enjoyed long before the Inter-regnum, 

© Conqueſt, and ſpent much of their Blood to have 1648, 
© confirmed by the Great Charter of the Liberties ; 123 
and other excellent Laws which have continued in 18 
* all former Changes; and, being duly executed, are 
the moſt juſt, free, and equal of any other Laws 
in the World) will, by the preſent Alteration of 
© Government, be taken away, and loſt to us and our 
« Poſterities. | ( 

To this, they hope, ſome Satisfaction is already 

given by the Shorter Declaration lately publiſh'd ; 
and by the real Demonſtrations to the contrary 
© of this Objection, by the earneſt Care of the 
Parliament, That the Courts of Juſtice at He/t- 
* minſter ſhould be ſupplied the laſt Term, and all 
© the Circuits of Zngland this Vacation, with learn- 
© ed and worthy Judges; that the known Laws of 
the Land, and the Adminiſtration of them, might 
© appear to be continued. 

© They are very ſenſible of the Excellency and 
© Equality of the Laws of England being duly exe- 
© cuted ; of their great Antiquity, even from be- 
© fore the Time of the Norman Slavery forced up- 
on us; of the Liberty and Property, and Peace 
© of the Subject, ſo fully preſerved by them ; and 
© (which falls out happily, and as an Increaſe of 

God's Mercy to us) of the clear Conſiſtency of 
© them with the preſent Government of a Republic,

Part; yet, to manifeſt how unwilling we were

« aſſerting and defending of Religion, and the pub- 


© lic Liberties and Rights of both Nations, againſt 


© the common Enemy ; and how ready we ſhould 
« {till be in proſecution of the fame Cauſe, to main- 
© tain a firm Friendſhip with them, that thereby 
© the Enemies of our Religion and Liberties might 
be diſappointed of their wicked and dangerous

To the ſecond Head of their Recrimination, 
© wherein they tell us, That it is apparent there 
© hath been of late, in England, a Backſliding and 
© Departure from the Grouuds and Principles where- 
in the two Kingdoms fo engaged, we anſwer, 
That before ſo heavy a Charge had been ſo poſi- 
< tively faſten'd on us, it would have been agree- 
© able to Reaſon and Juſtice that a little Pains had 
been taken in briefly reminding us of thoſe Prin- 
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© ciples from which they accuſe us to have depart- Inter-regnum, 


«ed. For it is not apparent to us, after a very ſe- 


© rious Conſideration of all that hath been offered 


from the Parliament of Scotland, that there hath 


been a Backſliding from thoſe Principles (pro- 


* perly ſo called) upon which the two Nations firſt 
© engaged; but, on the contrary, we doubt not 
but to make it evident to all, not prejudiced, that 
ewe have been ſo far from going back, that we

And the Diſtance between us and Scotland ariſes 
not from our backſliding from thoſe Principles, 
but from their ſtanding ſtill and not purſuing the

* the End of all Government being the Good of 


© the People, in which Good the right Knowledge 
and Worſhip of God is eſpecially comprized, the 
Ground of all Change muſt be, as it hath been

gage upon; and which will certainly riſe up in

Governed; and that wherever the People's Wel- 
© tare is preferred before the particular Intereſts of 
them that govern, it hath not been unuſual in thoſe 
Nations to lay aſide precedent Forms of Govern- 
© ment, and introduce.others; although they allow 
© not us, upon the ſame equitable Ground, to 
change from Monarchy into a Commonwealth. 
And becauſe the Parliament of Scotland doth 
© propound, That the late Proceedings in England, 
© againft Covenants and Treattes, may be diſclaimed 
and — as the Proſecution of the late un- 
© lawful Engagement againſt England was by them; 
© and that ſuch as have departed from thoſe Prin- 
< ciples, and their former Profellans may return 
© unto the ſame : We conceive that this Propoſal 
might have been ſpared, till either they had con- 
© vinced us that our Proceedings did deſerve ſuch 
< diſclaiming, or at leaſt till we had been brought to 
the ſame Straits with them, when they diſavow'd 
to us the laſt Year's Engagement; which was 


not done by the viſible Authority of that Nation, 


Still the Scots Army was overthrown in England, 
< and that a conſiderable Force of ours was in their 
Kingdom, in purſuit of that Victory. 

I hey tell us further, That no Alteration or Re- 
© volution of A Fairs can abſolve either Nation from 
© the Covenant and Treaties, &c. We cannot ad- 
mit of this Doctrine, having ſo freſh in Memory 
the laſt Year's open Hoſtility of that Kingdom 
« againſt England; and being not at all ſecured, 
© (however the contrary be as yet profeſſed) but 
that thoſe who are deendy ſo eaſily diſpoſed to 
< entertain Prejudice, and declare ſo unjuſt Cen-

© and his Glory, and defeated them; then he ſent

© Gods? Wha is like thee, glorious in Holineſs, fear- 
© ful in Praiſes, doing Wonders ? 

The Particulars of which wonderful Mercy, 


. < now given, are more fully and clearly certified in 


< ſeveral Expreſſes from Lieutenant-General Fones, 
< the principal and moſt honourable Inſtrument in 
the Hand of God for this great Deliverance and 
< Succeſs, ſumm'd up in the enſuing Narrative: 


Since Ormond's firft ſetting himſelf before Dub- 
lin, (where he continued from the 20th of June t» 
the 2d Inſtant) little was done againſt this City; he 
aiming firſt at the gaining the principal Out-gar- 
7iſons, at Drogheda, . Dundalk, and Trym, the 
laft being taken the 21ſt paſt. 

On the 22d Col. Venables landed with his Foot; 
the 25th, Col. Reynolds, with his Forſe ; the 26th, 
Col. Moor and Col. Hunks, with their Foot, and 
Captain Norwood and Major Eliot, with their 
Troops, whereby this Party became in ſome Sort 
conſiderable : Wherewithall, and by the Report if 
the Lord-Lieutenant's' following ſoon after with the 
whole Army, the Enemy being awaken'd, thert- 
upon reſelv'd to ſet themſelves whally to this 


Mort; and, in the firſt Place, they did tut off that 


Water whereby our Mills were driven, and thereh 
TRE, was 
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was our Condition ſomething ſtraitened; but prin- Inter-regnum. 


cipally, upon the ſecond Inſtant, they caſt up a Work 
at Baggarath, within a Quarter of a Mile of thi; 
City, whither having drawn about 1500 Foot, be- 
fides Horſe, they thence purpoſed to work. themſelves 
forward in their Approaches, and to take from us 
our Forage for our Horſe, and Graſs for our Cattle, 
without which this Place could not long have ſubſiſt- 
ed; and they built Farts towards the Sea to deprive 
us of the Landing-place for our common Supplies; 
and this was the only ſafe Landing left for our 
Forces in the Dominion of Ireland. | 
The Enemies Horſe and Foot appearing at Bag- 
garath the 2 of this Inſtant, about Nine in the 
Morning, Lieutenant-General Jones drew out 1200 
Horſe and 4000 Foot, intending then only to beat up 
the Enemies Quarters, and not to engage with ſo 
ſmall a Party, their Camp being at Rathmines, 
within leſs than a Mile of Baggarath ; but God 
bleſſing our Men with Succeſs, and by the coming on 
of Parties on all Sides, it came at length to a gene- 
ral Engagement; and, after more than two Hours 
hit Diſpute, the Enemy was totally routed: Or- 
mond hardly eſcaped with eight Horſe, and few had 
eſcaped of their whole Numbers, but that there was 
Cauſe to provide againſt a Body of 1000 freſh 
Horſe of the Enemies, commanded by Sir Thomas 


Armſtrong; which coming up freſh, and in our Mens 


Diſorder, might have endangered all; but they, in- 
flead of advancing as our Men expected, fled to- 
wards Drogheda. 

Our Loſs of Men was little, there not being 
20 miffeng ; but many wounded. 


Of the Enemy were ſlain about 4000, ſome of 


conſiderable Quality, and 2517 taken Priſoners ; 
among/t whom Col. Chriſtopher Plunket, he Ear! 
of Fingall, and Col. Richard Butler, the Ear! 
F Ormond's Brother, were Principals ; and, with 
them, 16 Colonels and Field-Officers, 41 Captains, 
58 Lieutenants, 42 Enſigns; of Cornets, Quarter- 
Aaſters, and other Perſons of e Offices and 
Ruality, great Numbers, moſt of them of Inchiquin's 

WS Eng- 
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Engliſh and our Runaways: To which is to be add- 
ed Mr. John Herbert, Servant to the pretended 
King, who, about fix Days before landed his Ma- 


ters Houſhold Stuff in Galway. 


Our Men took in the Place three Demi-cannons, one 
large ſquare Gun, carrying a Ball of twelve Pounds, 
one Sacre-Drake, and one Mortar-piece : All theſe 
Braſs. And our Men alſo gained about 200 Oxen 


for the Train, beſides Carriages. The next Day our 


Men ſeized a Braſs Cannon within five Miles of 
the Camp; which Camp was richly furniſhed with 
great Store of Velvets, Silks, Scarlets, and other 
Clothing of Value; Wines, Groceries, with ſome con- 
venient Quantity of Money; all which they left be- 
bind them, and the neighbouring Villages plentiſully 
flared with Cattle of all Sorts fit for Food. 


There are alſo taken of the Train Carriages and 


FWaggons, belonging to the Enemies Army, at leaſt 
300; Tents, 500; Cows, 300; and Iriſh Nags, 
term'd by them Garroones, 800. | 

It was for our Advantage that Inchiquin had 
ſome Days before gone towards Munſter, yet in- 
tending to return ſhortly : As alſo that our Men 0 
engaged before Clanrickard's Coming up with his 
3000 Men out of Connaught, and 7000 Ulſter 
Scots alſo upon advancing, | 

All this was done by a Handful of Men, and nit 
the third Part of our Foot coming in to the princi- 
pal Part of the Wort; yet, by them, the Lord de- 
feated an Enemy, by themſelves now acknowledged 
19,000, and they having a freſh Reſerve of Horſ: 
tittle ſhort of our Numbers. 

a Night Rathfarnham (Sir Adam Lof- 
tus's Houſe) lately taken by the Enemy, was regain'd; 
and the Soldiers, in Number about ſeven Score, enter- 
tained into the Parliament's Service, profeſſing their 
Abhorrence to accompany any longer with thoſe bloody 
Iriſh Rebels, and that they were forced to do what 
they did; and that hereafter they would live and die 
with us. . 

Nor did their Fears leave them till they had alſs 
guitted Maynooth, (the Earl of Kildare's * 

| | an 
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and one of the ſtrongeſt Places in Ireland) the Naas, 
Donahedy, and Richardſtown, each twelve Miles at 
leaſt diſtant from Dublin. 

Never was any Day in Ireland like this, to the 
Confuſion of the Iriſh, to the raiſing up the Spirits 
of the poor Engliſh, and to the reſtoring of the 
Engliſh Intereſt ; which, from their firſt Footing in 
Ireland, was never in ſo low a Condition as at that 
very Inſtant ; there nat being one conſiderable J. anding- 
place left us but this alone, and this almoſt gone. 


Upon the Conſideration of all which, the Par- 
© liament, for the Manifeſtation of their high and 
extraordinary Senſe of ſo ſignal and ſeaſonable a 
Mercy, have thought it fit, and their Duty, to ſet

Aug. 23. When we find that a Complaint was 
made to the Council of State, and by them refer- 
red to the Houſe, of many Engliſo Merchants tra- 
ding to France, That the French King had forbid 
the Importation into that Kingdom of all Sorts of 
Draperies of Wool or of Silk, made either in 
England or Holland ; and had inhibited all his Sub- 
jects from buying or uſing them, under ſevere Pe- 
nalties, contrary to ſeveral Treaties, there recited, 
then ſubſiſting between the two Nations: That, in 
conſequence of this Declaration, ſeveral of our 
Engliſh Cloths were ſeiz d at Diepe, and none durſt 
claim them; and that the Engliſb Merchants were 
put into ſuch a Condition, that their Factors durſt 
not write to them, for fear their Letters ſhould be 
intercepted, and bring them in Danger for only a 
bare Relation of the Fat, 

French Wines, Theſe Matters being proved by the Merchants, 
and divers Ma. the Houſe reſolved, That all Wines of the 
nufactures, forbid Growth: of France, and all Manufactures of Wool 
to be imported. and Silk made in that Kingdom, be inhibited to be 
imported into England or Ireland, or the Domi- 
nions belonging to them, under the Penalty of 
Confiſcation of Ship and Goods. An Act was 
afterwards paſſed to this Purpoſe, and ordered to be 
proclaimed at the Royal Exchange, Guildhall, &c. 


Aug. 30. The Commons took into Conſidera- 
tion the ſeveral Salaries and Fees due to their Offi- 
cers attending the Houſe, and ſettled the ſame; the 
Particulars whereof are put down in the Journals.

chaſtiſed with Whips by their Kings, were now to 
be chaſtiſed with Scorpions by thoſe who were but 
lately their Fellow- Subjects. But an Abſtract 
of this Act will be the beſt Deſcription of it. The

ters, &c, of ſuch Books, &c. and to bring the 
Offenders, and what they ſhall have ſo ſeized, be- 
fore ſuch Officers as are appointed for the Execu- 
tion of this Act, to be by them diſpoſed of accord- 
ing to the Direction of therſame.

Families, together with the deepeſt Root and 
Foundation of all the People's Sufferings, even

© ment: Yet all this, and much more, hath been 
done ſince the Beginning of this Parliament, and 
© to which we have been led by ſeveral Steps by

in ſeveral Degrees of Manifeſtation, and bleſſing 
© our Forces for effecting of them, beyond what 
© was either firſt propounded by us, or could rea-

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They may take Notice that Ireland, which was 


© brought into ſuch a Condition, firſt by the Trea-

the Walls of Dablin and Derry, and they both

the firſt Rebellion. 8 

There hath been alſo, this Year, a great and 
c powerful Fleet ſet out to Sea, under faithful Com- 
* manders, whereby Trade hath been protected, 
© the £nglifþ Honour and Intereſt upon their Seas 
maintained, forejgn Attempts againſt us diſcou- 
< raged, and a great Reputation procured to our 
Affairs abroad. 

A free Paſſage hath been alſo given to the 
Execution of Juſtice, according to the Laws, 
throughout the Nation; and the Peace thereof 
<* hath been preſerved, notwithſtanding many De- 
< ſigns, and ſome Endeavours, to diſturb it. 

And, for what ſtill remains to be done, we

< an Enemy in the Field, What Need was there

< ſary Charge upon the People? By ſuch Argu- 
ments, and by their Power, that Faction prevail- 
< ed to vote the Diſbanding of the Army, and vaſt 
< Sums of the Commonwealth's Treaſure was

This grand Deſign of Miſchief is ſtill carried 

© on, although by other Agents, and under ano- 
© ther Pretence : The former Agents have now 
© neither Credit nor Power; and therefore, being 
© able to contribute to that Cauſe no more than the 
« firſt Malignants themſelves, they now appear 
© not. Another Courſe is reſolved and purſued ;

for any of his Party here to be ſerviceable, unteſs 
upon their Principles. For my own Part, I am 
ſerviceable to that End with my utmoſt Abilities, I 
have not been wanting to endeavour the creating Fea- 
louſies and Diſcontents, thereby to ruin the moſt po- 
tent: In order whereunto I have cauſed Lenthall, 
the Speaker, to be accuſed by ſome diſcontented Per- 
ſons, Priſoners, to whom I have been very prodiga!, 
both in Rewards and Promiſes of Freedom; inſo- 
much that they have proſecuted him ſo cunningly that 
many conſiderable Perſons, both in the Army and City, 
are engaged therein, And to the end the Plot may 
take to the Purpoſe, I have inſinuated by my Agents, 
into ſome of the Levelling Party, that it is a Deſign 
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of the Grandees to remove him, to the end they may Inter-regnums 
make their Lord-Preſident, Bradſhaw, Speaker in 1649. 
his Room; which hath taken ſuch Effect among the 
ſimple-hearted Levellers, that they, ſo far as I can aca 
apprehend, are reſolved to join their Intereſt with 
the Speaker's, to 13 fo great a Mijchief, as 
they call it; by which Meaus I doubt not but to ac- 
compliſh a Deſign that ſhall pull down theſe two great 
Pillars of their new Commonwealth. |

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< And whereas the principal Means that God 

© hath uſed to procure the Liberty we now enjoy, 
© hath been the Councils and Authority of the Par- 
© lament, and the Faithfulneſs of the Army: Theſe 
Men have attempted upon both; they have, by 
c their falſe, ſeditious, and treaſonable Invectives 
and Pamphlets, laboured to render the Parliament 
© not only contemptible, but abominable to all 
«© the People, that they might weaken and take off 
© that Reſpect and Reverence they owe to them, 
from whoſe Obedience they deſigned to debauch 
them, and ſo be left without any viſible Power to 
direct them; and that this Commonwealth might 
< run into tumultuary Confuſions in the Infancy, 
< and not grow up into any Meaſure of Strength 
© and Settlement, in the Hands of thoſe whom 
© God hath owned and uſed as Inſtruments to 
© bring the Work thus far; and who, by long Uſe, 
< might reaſonably be ſuppoſed to have gotten ſome 
Experience in that great Work: All their En- 
© deavours have been improved to procure a Diſſo- 
< lution of this Parliament, and the Calling of a 
© new Repreſentative, pretending the People ought

And knowing well how the Deſign of Charles 
© Stuart was laid for Ireland, and into what hope- 
© ful Condition for his Party his Affairs were there 
© grown, all their Endeavours were uſed to hinder 
the ſending of Forces thither, to prevent his 
£ Greatneſs there, from whence he might have 
© been conſiderably dangerous to this Nation : 
© They delivered for good political Doctrine, That 
© Ireland was a free Kingdom, had been conquered 
© by Force, had juſtly vindicated their own Liberty, 
© and ought not to be compelled to any Obedience or 
© Subordination to this Nation; that the Soldiers 
© ought not to ſuffer themſelves to be tranſported thi- 
© ther; they had indeed fought for their own Liberty 
© here, but ought not to be commanded out of their

© nated among them; and what Effects this Doc- 
© trine wrought, the Defection begun in ſome Re-

ed; which Diſobedience, if it had proceeded

To perſuade the People the better, they re- 
© preſent unto them what vaſt Sums are daily levi- 
© ed; tell of many Millions, with a ſufficient Mul- 

© tiplication, that have been collected, of which no 
Account, they ſay, can be given: That they are 
© beyond all that ever was laid upon them by Mo- 

- © narchy in the worſt of Times; and they leave no 
Way unattempted to aggravate every Inconve- 
© nience, to make the People ſenſible of their Smart, 
< that they may throw away their Plaiſter, and 
die of their Wounds : Indeed we cannot but ac- 
© knowledge that the preſent Burthens are great, 
and we have Reaſon ourſelves to be as ſenſible of 
© them as any others, having no Exemption from 
© them according to the Proportion of our Eſtates, 
© wherever they lie: And there is nothing that is 
© more in our Deſires and Endeavours, than that 

© we 


© we may be able to abate the Taxes, and, in Inter-regnum, 
Time, to take them off, that the People might 1649. 
come to enjoy intirely the Fruit of that which &=——v=— 
© hath coſt them ſo dear; and we hope, through Se 
© the Bleſſing of God, diſpoſing the Minds of the 
People to a chearful Co-operation in this Work, 

_ © with a Calmneſs and Patience for a little while 
© longer, there will be a happy End of theſe Trou- 
© bles, and a ſure Settlement of the Peace of this 
Commonwealth, in the true, good, and juſt Li- 
© berty of the People. | 

But, for the better Preſervation of the People 
from the Diſtempers that might ariſe from ſuch 
«* duggeſtions, we defire them to conſider that if 
© the Burthens they bear be great, yet by whoſe 
Means, and for what Cauſe, were they laid on? 
Phyſic may be, and often is, more troubleſome 
* than the Diſeaſe; yet the Tendency of the one 
© is to Health and Recovery, the other to Death; 
and from that Difference the Election is clear 
© and eaſy : And though the Art of reſtoring a diſ- 
located Joint is much more Torment than the 
quiet ſuffering of the preſent Pain, yet every Man 
© prefers that T'orment before Lameneſs. No Man 
© refuſeth to procure Antidotes in Time of epide- 
* mical Diſeaſes, though at very dear Rates, be- 
* cauſe it is for his Preſervation ; nor to buy Food 
© and Cloathing, becauſe he cannot live without 
© them. And we doubt not but, if Men would 
* without Prejudice conſider that they can no more 
© live, or live free, without an Army, than without 
Food, as the preſent State of Affairs ſtand ; and 
© that they now are in Times of ſuch general Di- 
© ſtempers, as that there is need of ſuch a Remedy, 
© they would be beyond the Danger of being ſe- 
© duced by theſe Pretences. 

And whereas the Liberty of the People is ſo 
© highly cried up by theſe Deceivers, as being that 
© for which Men muſt thus adventure all; we do 
© acknowledge, that a juſt and well-regulated Li- 
© berty, under juſt and good Laws that may pre- 
© ſerve it from Participation of, or degenerating 
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Thing, and that which may deſerve the utmoſt 
© Hazard of all that is dear to a Man; but we de- 
© fire them to conſider, that this was ſeized into 
© ſuch Hands as it could not be purchaſed from 
< without a vaſt Expence, nor ſecured without 
© Trouble and Charge; which we therefore, tho 
© with a tender Senſe and with much Reluctancy, 
© are, for the preſent, neceſſitated to raiſe. Thoſe 
© who cry out upon it, and would have all Bur- 
© thens, all 'T axes, taken off for the Liberty of the 
People, are thoſe who at beſt (if they be not pro- 
© feſſedly Enemies) are yet acted and abuſed by 
them, as Inſtruments to deſtroy all our true Li- 


. * berties, to reduce us again under the Power of a 


< worſe Tyranny, than we ever yet were under: 
© And to this the People muit themſelves be made 
© inſtrumental, while they purſue an empty Name 
© of that Thing, the Polleſion whereof they al- 
© ready have, and may keep and enjoy, if they 
* will not be abuſed by thoſe who, under the Pre- 
© tence of that Name, which is in itſelf moſt de- 
© firable, would bring into the Nation what in 
© themſelves they have entertained, both in Prin- 
© ciple and Practice; namely, Atheiſm, Licentiouſ- 
* neſs, with Anarchy and Confuſion of all Things. 

We have thought it neceſlary, at this Time, 
© to make this Diſcovery of thoſe Men, and to give 
this Warning of them; and, God aſſiſting us, 
© ſhall not ceaſe to watch againſt, and ſuppreſs, 
call their Deſigns, and oppoſe all their Practices: 
And as our Duty is, in reſpect of our great Truſt, 
© we ſhall endeavour to make the People happy, 
c and promote their Good; and ſhall not give over 
© that good Work for any Diſcouragements from

Another LETTER from the LokD-LiEUTENANT 
of Ireland.

© about 40 Barrels of Powder, ſeven Pieces of Can- 
© non, about 1000 Muſkets, and 500 Pikes want- 
ing 20. In the Enterance into the Harbour Capt. 
© Fern, aboard your Man of War, had ſome Dan- 
ger, being much ſhot at from the Sea Fort, a Bul-

he had ever heard of, in Breach of Faith and bloody 
Inhumanity ; and that the Cruelties exerciſed there 
for five Days after the Town was taken, would make 
as many ſeveral Pictures of Inhumanity as are to be 
found in the Book of Martyrs, or in the Relation 
of Amboyna. General Ludlow writes d, That 
the Slaughter was continued all the Day of the 
Storming, and the next; which extraordinary Se- 

verity was uſed to diſcourage others from making 
Oppoſition.” And it is obſervable that this terrible 
Slaughter, charged upon Cromwell is ſo far from be- 
ing palliated or excuſed in his own Letters, that 
he ſeents to look upon the Iriſb as a Body of Ama- 
letites, deſtin'd to Deſtruction by Divine Ven- 
geance, and himſelf as the Executioner only of the 
Almighty's Reſentment.

The principal Employment of the Houſe, for a Review of 
many Months enſuing, was little elſe than reading ſomeother Teſts, 
Letters of the great Succeſs of the Parliament's ay ng * 
Forces in Jreland, raiſing an Army to march into cn Members. 
Scotland upon that Nation's declaring for King 
Charles II. and laying Taxes for the Support of 
theſe expenſive Expeditions. Before we enter into 
this Military Scene, it may be neceſlary to take 
a Review of the Houſe, in order to account for 
their extraordinary Unanimity in every Queſtion 
hitherto that regarded the Eſtabliſhment of their 
new Commonwealth, and their no leſs remarkable 
Concurrence with the Council of State. The 
Reader cannot but remember the Garbling of 
the Houſe by the Army in the Beginning of De- 
cember, 1648: That on the firſt of February fol- 
lowing, thoſe Members who were permitted to 
keep their Seats, paſs'd a Reſolution, That all ſuch

Forces entered it, and ſet up their Colours at the 
Top of it ; which the-Enemy having obſerv'd, left 
their Stations in all Parts, ſo that the Beſiegers 
Foot poſſeſs'd themſelves of the Town without 
Oppoſition, and opened the Gates for the Horſe to 
enter.” He adds, © That great Riches were taken 
in this Town, it being accounted by the Enemy 
a Place of Strength ; and ſome Ships were ſeized 
in the Harbour, which had much interrupted the 
Commerce of that Coaft: That Commiſſioners 
were appointed by the Lieutenant-General to take 
Care of the Goods that were found in the Town 
belonging to the Rebels, that they might be im- 
proved to the beſt Advantage of the Public.”

They\ likewiſe referred it to the 
Council of State to ſend over Supplies of all Kinds 
forthwith to the Army in Ireland. | 


In the Proceedings of this Month, as Mr. Vhit- 
locke informs us, There was a great Peak taken 
againſt the Lawyers; inſomuch that the old Odium 


againſt them was revived, and it was ſaid in the 


ebate, © That it was not fit for Lawyers, who 
were Members of Parliament, if any Lawyers 
ought to be there at all, to plead or practiſe as 
Lawyers during the Time they ſat as Members of 
Parliament; which gave Occaſion to one of that 
Profeſſion, meaning himſelf, to ſpeak as follows:

Was unwilling again to have troubled you 


of Lawyers be- upon this Argument, had I not been again 
ing elected Mem- call'd up by the Miſtakes of the worthy Gentle- 
| bers of Parlia- man that ſpoke laſt, to give a true Account of theſe 
Matters, and to vindicate the Honour of that Pro- 


feflion whereof I am an unworthy Member. 
»The

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Lawyers were heretofore excluded from being Mem- 
bers of Parliament : I ſuppoſe he had not much 
{ſtudied the Records of that Matter, and therefore 
related the Diſcourſes of others by hearſay only ; 
but for his Conviction, and for the Satisfaction of 
others, I ſhall acquaint you with the clear Paſſages 
of what he aimed at, as I ſuppoſe; and as I find 
them upon Record, which is much more authentic 
than ſome (perhaps) Table-Talk, or Diſcourſes at 
random. 

* The Statute 23, Edu. III. call'd the Members 
of Parliament the learned Men; whereof many were 
learned in the Laws, and therefore ſuppoſed to have 
had that Title. But ſhortly after this the great 
Men degenerating, in the old Age of the ſame 
King, into ſeveral Factions, and being much of- 
fended with thoſe who were learned in the Laws, 


becauſe they hindered their Oppreſſions by plead- 


ing the Right of Law on the Behalf of their Clients, 
in 46 Edw. III. they petition'd that Nu! Home de 
Ley purſuont Beſoignes en le Court le Roy; ne Viſ- 
count, pour le Temps qu'il eft Viſcount, ſoient retour- 
nez ne acceptez Chivaliers des Counttes : That no 
Man of Law, following Buſineſs in the King's

© The Gentleman was pleaſed to intimate, That Inter- regnum. 
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Inter- regnum. or any other Man of Law, by any Means be 
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© choſen.” 

According to this Ordinance and Clauſe of 
Nolumus, the Sheriffs have been ſince excluded 
from ſitting in Parliament as Members, during the 
Time of their Sherifalty ; the Debate of which 
Point was had, and full of Learning, in a former 
Parliament, in the Caſe of a very learned and wor- 
thy Perſon, Sir Edward Coke, whom moſt of us 
knew. 

He, being made Sheriff of Bucks upon Diſ- 
pleaſure againſt him, was choſen Knight of the 
Shire for Bucks, and fat in Parliament; and I had 
the Honour then to be a 1 
in the ſecond Vear of the late King. 

The Objections againſt him were the conſtant 
Uſage not to permit aj to fit as Parliament- 
Nen; their Oath to reſide in their Counties, the 
Cuſtody whereof was committed to them; and that 
their Office was but annual, and ſo the Diſability 
was but for that Time only. 

< But for a Man to be diſabled from being a 
Parliament-Man, in regard of his being a Lawyer, 
is to diſable him during his Life, or his Continu- 
ance in his Profeſſion by which he gains his Live- 
lihood ; and they are not public Officers, obliged 
to another Attendance on the public Affairs, as the 
Sheriffs are. 

© Yetit is true that in the Parliament, which was 
held 6 Hen. IV. all Lawyers were excluded, and 
none of them returned to ſerve in that Parliament; 
and perhaps from ſome general Diſcourſe hereof 
by others, the worthy Gentleman is pleaſed, with 
Confidence, to vent his Doctrine and Motion: 
But in caſe he did read, and underſtand the Re- 
cords of this Ordinance, and of the Clauſe of No- 
lumus, yet, I ſuppoſe he never look'd into the 
Ground of this Buſineſs, nor into that which fol- 
lowed thereupon ; wherein I ſhall hope to. ſatisfy 
him, and ſo as to alter his Opinion. 

© King Henry IV. being in great Want of Mo-

© Thomas Walſingbam ſaith *, That all the 
Lawyers dey the Demands of the King 
were by this Means obtained ; and by this Parlia- 
ment was granted an unuſual Tax, and to the People, 
triſtabilis & valde gravis, a Tax full of Trouble 
and very grievous;* whereof, the Hiſtorian ſaith, 
he would have ſet down the Manner, had not the 
Granters and Authors of the ſame deſired to be 
conceal'd for ever to Poſterity, by cauſing the Pa- 
pers and Records thereof to be burnt ®. 

Mr. Speaker, This is the Precedent intimated 
by the worthy Gentleman ; and this was the Oc- 
caſion and Iflue of that Precedent, the like where- 
of, I preſume, is not wiſh'd by him. | 

* Walſingham ſtyles that Parliament, in the Mar- 
gin, Parliamentum indoctorum, the Parliament of 
* unlearned Men.” 

Speed, in his Hiſtory, ſaith, That this Parlia- 
ment was called the Lack-leerning Parliament, ei- 
ther for the Unlearnedneſs of the Perſons, or for 
their Malice unto Learning. 

© But God hath bleſs'd this Nation with ſuch an 
Age of learned Men at this preſent, that former 
Times knew not; and we muſt acknowledge that, 
though the Houſe ſhould lack all their Members 


who are Lawyers, yet the reſt are of ſo great Abi- 


lities that there would be no Lack of Learning: 
Yet, Sir, I am ſure that the Addition of thoſe ma- 
ny learned Gentlemen of our Profeſſion hath been, 


and will be, ſome Help in your Affairs, and will 


not be deſpiſed by any prudent Men. 
© The worthy Gentleman was pleaſed ſlightly to 
call them Gownmen, wha had not undergone the Dan- 
gers and Hardſhips that Martial Men had done: 
And truly it might leſs become the Gentleman that

© The antient Romans were Soldiers, though 
Gownmen ; nor doth that Gown abate either a 
Man's Courage or his Wiſdom, or render him leſs 
capable of uſing a Sword when the Laws are ſilent, 
or you command it. : 

< You all know this to be true by the great Ser- 
vicesperform'd by Lieutenant-General Jones, Com- 
miſſary {reton, and many of the Members, and 
other Lawyers ; who, putting off their Gowns 
when you required it, have ferv'd you ſtoutly and 
ſucceſsfully as Soldiers, and undergone almoſt as 
many and as great Dangers and Hardſhips, as the 
Gentleman who ſo much undervalues all of them. 

But we are now ſpeaking of their Right to be cho- 
ſen, and to fit as Members of the Parliament ; 
which doubtleſs is as much and the ſame with all 
other the Commoners of England. 

The Hiſtorian laſt mentioned faith, That the 
Commons of England, who have Liberty in the 
Choice of their Knights and Burgeſſes, would not 
be debarred thereof by the Ordinance of Edw. III. 
nor by the Clauſe of Nolumus inſerted in the Writ 
by Hen. IV. but have made a conſtant Choice of 
ſome of them to ſerve for them in all Parliaments. 


The Lord Coke, 4. Inſtit. p. 48, holds, That the 


Ordinance, 46 £4. III. by the general Words of 


5. Rich. II. Stat. 2. Cap. 4. and 7. Hen. IV. Cap. 16. 
was repealed: However, we read not of any Par- 
liament, except that unhappy one 6 Hen. IV. in 
which the Lawyers were excluded; and after not 
a few conſiderable Services, both Civil and Mili- 
tary, perform'd by ſome of them for you, it was 
ſomewhat an ungratetul Motion now to have ex- 
cluded them. | 

We may lay aſide the Clauſe of Nolumus, leſt 
other Clauſes of Nelumus, which we find in the 
Writsof 8ummons, do come as near home to others. 
Som<time Clauſes were inſerted in the Writs for 
Election of Commoners, to this Purpoſe, Nolumus 
autem quod aliquis de Retinentia Domini naſiri Re- 
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gis aliqualiter fit eleftus : We will not that any 
the Retinue of our Lord the King, in anywiſe, be 
© choſen.” 

* Tho”, Sir, I acknowledge that worthy Gen- 
tleman, and many others who have been the King's 
Servants and Courtiers, have been very faithful to 
you, and done you acceptable Services; and ſo 
ſome of them have done in former Parliaments, 
and I hope you all do think fo; yet the Underva- 
luing of our Profeſſion to be Members of Parlia- 
ment, hath leſs Strength coming from ſuch Gentle- 
men, than from others ; becauſe of them, ſome 
from abroad will be apt to ſay, though ſcandalouſly, 
'T hat Courtiers and King's Servants uſed to fit in 
Parliament rather to promote their Maſter's Ends 
than their Country's Rights; but ſuch Objections 
are now out of Doors. 

The like Paſſage with this we are now deba- 
ting is related in the Roman Story, when the Law 
Cinna was made, whereby it was provided, That, 
for pleading of Cauſes, no Man ſhould take either 

oney or Gift; and this Law was endeavoured, up- 
on the like Grounds, to be ſet on Foot preſently 
after the Death of Tiberius Ceſar. 

But when ſome alledged that this would cauſe 
the want of Counſellors and Advocates, whereby 
the Poor would be oppreſs'd by the Rich and 
Mighty; that Eloquence did not come by Chance, 
or gratis, without Study and Labour; that the 
Care of a Man's own Family was negleCted, whilſt 
he attended other Men's Affairs; that ſome main- 
taincd their Life by War, ſome by tilling the Earth, 
yet no man laboured in theſe Callings, or to at- 
tain Knowledge, but for the Commodity arifing 
thereby ; that the meaneſt of the People-endea- 
voured what they could to better their Eſtates, 
and that if the e of Studies ſhould be ta- 
ken away, Studies alſo would decay, as having 
neither Glory nor Honour. Upon theſe Reaſons 
the Senate thought it not juſt, and J hope this Se- 
nate will be of the ſame Judgment, to take "wy 

| the 
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ſame to 1000 Seſterces, which ſome compute to 
be about 78 J. of our Money. 

Neither, ſaith Tacitus, Annal. lib. 11, did that 
Law continue or gain Compliance to it. Neither 
do I think that ſuch a Law amongſt us would be to 
any Effect, or have any Compliance to it. 

But J hope this honourable Exgliſh Senate, and 
that worthy Gentleman, a Member of it, will be 
fatisfied with the Reaſons given in the Roman Se- 
nate, who were very wiſe Men; and not trouble 
themſelves about ſuch new Laws, which will be 
ineffectual, prejudical to many, and good to none. 

But the Gentleman objected, and it is much 
urg'd in theſe Times, againſt the Profeſſion of the 
Law and the Profeſlors of it, That they are the Oc- 


caſion of Multiplicity of Suits, and of Delays in 


them ; and therefore, after the Example of ſome 
foreign Countries, not to be permitted. 


© I have obſerved to you before that thoſe in 


Power have moſt Reaſon to be diſpleaſed with this 
Profeſſion, as a Bridle to their Power; but that 
the Profeſſion occaſions Multiplicity of Suits, is as 
improbable as any other of his Reaſons or his Ar- 
guments. | 

© Mr. Speaker, the Reaſon of the Multiplicity of 
Suits and Law Cauſes amongſt us, is the Great- 
neſs of our Trade, which cauſeth a Multitude of 
Contracts, and theſe occaſion a Multitude of Law 
Suits, 

In thoſe Countries, mentioned by that worthy 
Gentleman, there is not one of his Profeſſion, one 
Merchant, or one Contracter, for a hundred in 
England ; that is the Cauſe they have ſo few Law 
Suits and we ſo many. 

And give me Leave, Sir, to tell him, that in 
the Netherlands, and Countries where there is 
much Trade, there are proportionably as many 
Law Suits as there are in England. 

Another Ground of what I affirm, is that, in 


foreign Countries, every Man's Eftate is * : 
| o 
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of by their Law, after a certain Rule and Propor- Inter-regnum. 
tion, which the Poſſeſſor cannot, either by Con- 4649. 
veyance or by his Teſtament, afterwards alter. As 
when one dies, his Eſtate is thus divided by the 
Law; his Wife hath a Part ſet: out for her, the 
eldeſt Son hath a double Portion, and all the other 
Sons have equal Portions, and every two Daugh- 
ters have as much as une Son, of the whole Eſtate 
of their Father thus divided by Law. Whereas, 
with us, every Poſſeſſor of an Eſtate hath Power 
to diſpoſe of it by his Deed, or by his Will, as he 
pleaſes, which muſt neceſſarily occaſion the more 
Differences and Suits at Law, upon Conſtructions 
of thoſe Deeds and Wills, and Conteſts of Parties 
claiming, than where the known Law gives a cer- 
tain Rule and Diſtribution of Eſtates, which none 
can alter. 

Another Ground of what I ſay is the Freedom 
of our Nation, where every one hath equal Right 
and Title to his Eſtate, and there is as full Pro- 

perty to the meaneſt as to the greateſt Perſon ;. 
which cauſeth our Countrymen to inſiſt upon their 
Right and Privileges, and to conteſt for them with h 
the greateſt Men, or the Prince himſelf, if the : 
Right of Law be on their Side. | 
This occaſions many more Law Suits than do 
ariſe in thoſe Countries where the Boors and Pea- 
ſants do wholly depend upon the Will of their 
Lords, to whom they are Slaves, and dare not diſ- 
pute any Matter of Right with him, but tamely 
ſubmit unto their Lord's good or bad Pleaſure. 
© And though in ſome of theſe Northern Coun- 
tries they have no Counſellors at Law, as a public 
Profeſſion, becauſe the Smallneſs of their Law Bu- 
ſineſs will not maintain them, and the great Lords 
are oft- times there Parties and Judges themſelves; 
yet in Germany, France, Spain, and other Countries, 
the Doctors and Profeſſors of the Law are in great 
Numbers and Credit, and gain vaſt Eſtates, tho 
by ſmall Fees, yet often taken, and long continu- 
ing; whereof, particularly in France, there are ma- 
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ny Precedents. And if we look ſo far as the Times 
of the antient Romans and Grectans, their Lawyers 
will be found numerous, and of Eſteem among 
them ; and when their Commonwealth enjoyed 
the greateſt Freedom, this Profeſſion was in the 


higheſt Reputation. 


Sir, the worthy Gentleman was pleaſed to men- 
tion one Thing with ſome Weight, That Lawyers 
were permitted to counſel and plead for Min in Mat- 
ters touching their Eſtates and Liberties ; but in the 
greateſt Matters of all others, concerning a Man's 
Liſe and Poſterity, Lawyers were not permitted to 
plead for their Clients, 

I confeſs I cannot anſwer this Objection, That, 
for a Treſpaſs of a Sixpence Value, a Man may 


have a Counſellor to plead for him ; but where his 


Life and Poſterity are concern'd, he is not admitted 
this Privilege and Help of Lawyers. A Law to 
reform this, I think, would be juſt, and give Right 
to the People. | 

© What is ſaid in Defence or Excuſe of this 
Cuſtom 1s, That the Fudges are of Counſel for the 
Priſoners, and are to ſee that they have no Wrong. 
And are they not to take the ſame Care of all Cauſes 
that ſhall be tried before them ? 

To that Part of the Gentleman's Motion, That 
Lawyers, being Members of the Houſe, ſhould, du- 
ring that Time, forbear their Practice and Pleading, 
I ſhall only give this Anſwer, That, in the Act 
which he may be pleaſed to bring in for this Pur- 


' Poſe, it may likewiſe be inſerted, that Merchants 


ſhall forbear their Trading, Phyſicians from viſit- 


ing their Patients, and Country-Gentlemen for- 
bear to ſell their Corn and Wool whilſt they fit

Reaſon as to debar Lawyers from their Practice. 
But I doubt, Sir, I have held you too long. 
My Profeſſion, and the Subject Matter of the De- 
bate, will plead in my Excuſe; and J hope, Sir, 
by your Prudence, ſuch Motions as theſe will be 
leſs frequent among us.

Cromwell went on purſuing his Victories in [re- 
land with great Rapidity; and, in a ſhort Time 
after this, made himſelf Maſter of the whole King- 
dom. The dreadful Execution at Drogheda opened 
all before him, few Places daring to reſiſt, for fear 
of being ſerv'd in like Manner; ſo that that poor 
Nation was now harraſs'd and torn up to the very 
Roots.

Man on our Part. In this Place is a very good 
Caſtle, and one of the antienteſt Seats, belong-

g __m Store of Proviſions for the refreſhing of our 
© Men. The Colonel giving a ſpeedy Intelligence 
© of God's Mercy in this, we agreed to march, 
with all convenient Speed, the Reſidue of the 
Army up thither, which accordingly was done 
© upon H/edneſday and Thurſday, the 21ſt and 22d 
© of this Inſtant, and, thro' God's Mercy, I was 
© enabled to bear them Company. Being come 
© thither, we did look at it as an eſpecial good 
© Hand of Providence to give us this Place, inaſ- 
© muchas it gives us a Paſlage over the River Sewer 
< to the City of Waterford, and indeed into Mun- 
* fler, to our Shipping and Proviſions, which 
before were beaten from us out of /#/aterford 
© Bay, by the Enemy's Guns. It hath given us 
© alſo the Opportunity to beſiege or block up Wa- 
© terford; and we hope our gracious God will 
< therein direct us alſo. It hath given us alſo the 


© Opportunity of our Guns, Ammunition, and Vic- 


© tuals, and indeed Quarter for our Horſe, which 
could not have ſubſiſted much longer: So ſweet 
© a Mercy was the giving of this little Place unto

Having reſted there a Night, and by Noon the 


© next Day gotten our Army over the River, lea- 
© ving Col. Reynolds with about 150 Foot, his own 
© ſix Troops of Horſe, and one Troop of Dragoons, 
< with a very little Ammunition, according to the 
© Smallneſs of our Marching-Store, we marched 
© away towards WVaterford upon Friday the 23d, 
and on Saturday about Noon came before the 
City. The Enemy not being a little troubled at 
this unſuſpected Buſineſs, (which indeed was the

© great Fury towards Carrich, with their whole

Upon our coming before e wen I ſent 
the Lieutenant- General with a Regiment of 
< Horſe and three Troops of Dragoons, to endea- 
< your the reducing of Paſſage-Fort, a very large 
Fort, with a Caſtle in the Midſt of it, having five 
Guns planted in it; and commanding the River 
© better than Duncannon, it not being much above 
© Muſket-ſhot over where this Fort ſtands, and we 
can bring up hither Ships of 300 Tons, without 
© any Danger from Duncannon, Upon the At- 
© tempt, though our Materials were not very apt | 
for the Buſineſs, yet the Enemy call'd for Quar- 
© ter, and had it, and we the Place: We alſo poſ- 
< ſefled the Guns which the Enemy had planted to

7 ſuch Offence be convicted, it ſhall be adjudged

It may be remembered that, under the Tranſ- 
actions of Auguſt, 1048 *, we took Notice of a 
Charge of High Treaſon being preſented to the 
Houſe of Lords againſt General Cromwell by Ma- 
jor Huntington; but that failing in his Attempt to 
lay it before the Commons, he threw up his Com- 
miſſion, and publiſh'd a Narrative of his Reaſons 
for ſo doing.

and Major — being ſent by them with Let- 
© ters of Credence, for that Purpoſe, to the Head- 
£ Quarters of our Army, then near Berwzic#) did 
© march into Scotland; and, upon further Invita- 
tion from the Committee of Eſtates, by the Mar- 
quis of Argyle, Lord Elche, and others, a great 
Part of our Army did march cloſe to Edinburgh, 
the better to countenance and encourage their 
Army; they being then in Treaty with the Earl 
© of Crawford and Lindſay, the Lord Lanerk, Sir 
* George Monroe, and the reſt of their Enemies, at 

Stirling Bridge; which having produced the de- 
< fired Effects, our Army was received with great 
Expreſſions of Contentment and Rejoicing for 
© the good Succeſs which God had given them. 

»The Enemies in the North Parts of England 
© not being fully ſubdued, and our Army ready to 
© return into England, upon the further and ear- 
© neſt Deſire of the Committee of Eſtates, a con-

< reſt of Dominion and Profit, under a Pretence of 
< Preſbytery and the Covenant, is, by theſe Men, 
© of more Value and Eſteem than the Peace and 
Love of the Goſpel, to which all that may be 
© called Diſcipline or Government in the Church 
< is, and ought to be, ſubordinate ; and for which 
< the leaſt Violation of the Love and Peace before- 
< mentioned ought not to be. Their Deſign and 
« Purpoſe being thus evident, a Neceſſity is upon 
< us to uſe our beſt Endeavours, with God's Aſ- 
« ſiſtance, to prevent them, and not leave them ta

July 3. Purſuant to the foregoing Order of the 
Houſe, for adding two more Perſons to the four 
already named, as a Sacrifice to the Manes of their 
Agent — the Committee this Day preſented 
to the Houſe the Names of fix Perſons for them to 
chuſe two out of them, who were theſe following : 
Sir John Wintour, now Priſoner in the Tower;

| After reading all theſe Letters, the Houſe re- 
folv'd, that the Council of State ſhould give Or- 
ders for proſecuting the War in Scotland in the moſt 
effectual Manner, and prepare all Neceſſaries of 
Men, Money, Proviſions, Medicines, Surgeons, Ic.

the Parliament's Forces: That all the Colours, 


both of Horſe and Foot, now brought up from the 
Scot's Army, together with thoſe taken at Preſton, 
when they invaded England in 1648, be invento- 
ried, with their reſpective Motto's and Devices, by 
the Clerk of the Parliament, and hung up on each 
Side of Meſiminſter- Hall, as a Monument of this 
great Mercy, to Poſterity : That the Council of 
State do prepare a Letter to beſign'd by the Speaker, 
and ſent to the Lord General, in the Name of the 
Parliament, taking Notice of his eminent Services, 
with the ſpecial Acknowledgment and Thanks of 
the Houſe; and that his Excellency be therein de- 
ſired to return their Thanks alſo to the Officers 
and Soldiers of the Army; and that a Number of 
Gold and Silver Medals be diſtributed amongſt 
them.

weak Diſcourſe, but that I apprehend ſome Miſ- 


takes and Diſhonour to the Law of England, if 
paſſed by without any Anſwer, may be of ill Con- 
ſequence ; and having attended to hear them an- 


ſwered by others, who are not pleaſed to do it, I 


held myſelf the more engaged, in the Duty of my 
Profeſſion, to offer to your Judgment, to which [ 
ſhall always ſubmit, what I have met with ; and 
do ſuppoſe not to be impertinent, for the rectifying 
of ſome Miſtakes which are amongſt us. | 


© A worthy Gentleman was pleaſed to affirm 


with much Confidence, as he brought it in upon 
this Debate, That the Laws of England were iutro- 
duced by William the Conqueror, as (among other 
Arguments he aflerted) might appear by their being 
written in the French Tongue. | 

© In his firſt Aﬀertion, That our Laws were in- 
troduced by William the Conqueror, out of France, 


I ſhall acknowledge that he hath ſeveral, both fo- 


reign and domeſtic, Authors whom he may follow 
therein. The foreign Authors are * Ami- 
lius, Bodine, Hottoman, Dynothus, Volateran, Be- 
rault, Berkley, Choppinus Uſpargenſis, Malines, 
and Polydore, who affirm this erroneous Piece of 
Doctrine; but the leſs to be regarded from them, 
becauſe they were Strangers to our Laws, and took 
upon Truſt what they publiſhed in this Point. 

© Of our own Countrymen they have Paris, 
Malmeſbury, Matthew Weſtminſter, Fox, Coſins, 
Twyne, Heyward, Mills, Fulbeck, Cowell, Ridley, 


. Brown, Speed, Martin, and ſome others. 


All of them affirm, That the Laws of England 


were introduced by William the Conqueror: But 


their Errors are refuted by Sir Roger Owen, in his 
Manuſcript; who ſaith, That Roger Wendover and 
Matthew, Paris were the firſt Monks that hatched 
theſe addle Eggs. ä 
Oh ; 
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I ſhall endeavour to ſhew you, that the Origi- Inter- regnum. 


nal of our Laws is not from the French; that they

were not introduced by Milliam the Conqueror out Nb: 


of Normandy; and I thall humbly offer to you my 


Anſwer to ſome of their Arguments who are of a 
contrary Opinion. 
Polydore, Hit. Ang. Lib. ix. affirmeth, That 
William the Conqueror firſt appointed Sheriffs and 
uſtices of the Peace; erected Tenures ; brought 
in Trials by twelve Men; and ſeveral other Par- 
ticulars of our Laws. | 
For Sheriffs; their Name, Scire Reeve, ſhews 
them to be of the San Inſtitution. And our Hiſ- 
tories mention the Diviſion of Shires by King A- 


fred; but, in Truth, it was much more antient. 


And it is apparent by our Books and Records, ſome 
whercof are in the Hoftings of London, and in the 
Tower, that the ſame Things were in Uſe here 
long before the Time of King William l. 

« Sir Roger Owen ſhews at large, That Livery 
of Seiſin, Licences, or Fines for Alienation, Daugh- 
ters to inherit, Trials by Juries, Abjurations, Out- 
lawries, Coroners, diſpoſing of Lands by Will, 
Eſcheats, Goals, Writs, Wrecks, Warranties, Ca- 
talla Felonum, and many other Parts of our Law, 
and the Forms of our Parliaments themſelves, were 
here in being before the Time of Duke William. 
Agreeing hereunto are many of our Hiſtorians and 
learned Antiquaries. | 

© But it is objected, That in the Grand Cuſtomary 


| of Normandy, the Laws are almoſt all the ſame with 


curs of England, and the Form of their Parltaments 
the ſame with ours : That the Miriter of the Preface 
to that Book ſaith, It contains only the Laws and 
Cuſtoms which were made by the Princes of Nor- 
mandy, by the Counſel of their Prelates, Earls, 
Barons, and other wiſe Men; which fhews the 
Forms of their Parliaments to be the ſame with 
ours, and the Laws in that Book to be the proper 
Laws of Normandy, and ours to be the ſame ; 
therefore they argue, That our Laws were intro- 
auced from thence by William the —_— 
| | | I his 


Inter-regnum. 
Cuſtomary of Normandy was compoſed in our King 


1650. 
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* This will be fully anſwered, if that Grand 


Edward the Firſt's Time, as good Authors hold it 
was ; then it cannot be that our Laws or Parlia- 
ments could be derived from thence. Theſe learned 
Men ſay, That this Cu/fomary was a meer T ranſla- 
tion of our Law-Book Glanvill; as the Book of 
Regia Majeſtas, of the Laws of Scotland, is; and 
the like of the Laws of Burgundy. They further 
add, That the firſt eſtabliſhing of the Cu/tomary of 
Normandy was in Henry the Firſt's Time; and af- 


terwards again, about the Beginning of Edward 


the Second's Time. 

© If the Laws in the Cuſtomary were introduced 
there from England, it will then be granted, That 
the Laws of England were not introduced here by 
Villiam the Conqueror: But I think it very clear 
that their Laws were brought to them out of Eng- 
land; and then you will agree to the Concluſion, 

Our King Henry the Firſt conquer'd Normandy 
from his Brother Robert, and was a learned King, 
as his Name, Beauclerk, teſtifies; whom Jus calls 
An eſpecial Eflabliſher 2 Sequerius relates, 
That this King eſtabliſhed the Engl; Laws in 
Normandy. Herewith do agree Gulielmus Brito 
Armoricus, Rutelarius, and other French Writers; 
who mention alſo, That the Laws in the Cru/te- 
mary of Normandy are the ſame with the Laws col- 
lected by our Engliſb King Edward the Confeflor, 
who was before the Conqueror, An additional 
Teſtimony hereof is out of William de Alenſon 
Revile; who, in his Comment upon the Cuſtomary, 
faith, That all the Laws of Normandy came from 
the Englih Laws and Nation. 

© In the Cu/tomary there is a Chapter of Nampes, 
or Diſtreſſes, and decreed that one ſhould not bring 
his Action upon any Seizure, but from the Time 
of the Coronation of King Richard; and this muſt 
be our King Richard I. becauſe no King of France 


was in that Time of that Name; and the Words, 


Nampes and Withernams were Saxon Words, taken 
out of the Engliſb Laws, ſignifying a Pawn or Di- 
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/ireſs ; and in the ſame Senſe are uſed in the Cuſ- Inter-regnum, 


tomary. | 

That which puts it further out of Scruple, is, 
That there are yet extant the Manuſcripts them- 
ſelves of the Saxon Laws, made in the Parliamen- 
tary Counſels held by them here, which are in the 
Language and Character of thoſe Times, and con- 
tain in them many of thoſe Things which are in the 
Norman Cuſtomary. A 

© It is no improbable Opinion, that there was a 
former Eſtabliſhment of our Laws in Normanay, 
before the Time of Henry the Firſt, and that it 


was by Edward the Confeſſor; who, as all Wri- 


ters of our Hiſtory agree, was a great Collector 
and Compiler of our Engliſb Laws. He lived a 
long Time with his Kinſman Duke liam, in 
Normandy, who was willing to pleaſe the Confeſſor, 
in hopes to be appointed by him to be his Suc- 
ceſſor; wherein the Duke's ExpeCtation did not 
fail him. | 
The Confeſfor having no Children, and find- 
ing Normandy without a ſettled Government, and 
wanting Laws, adviſed his Kinſman Duke Wil- 
liam to receive from him the Laws of Englana, 
which he had collected, and to eſtabliſh them in 
Normandy; which Duke William and his Lords 
readily accepted for the Good of their People, and 
thereby obliged the Confeſlor. 
© Another Proof hereof is, That ſuch Laws as 
the Normans had before the Time of Duke Wil- 
tam, were different from thoſe in the Cuſſomary, 
and from the Engliſh Laws; as their Law, That 
the Huſband ſhould be hang'd if the Wife was a 
Thief, and he did not diſcover it; the meaner 
People were as Slaves, and the like; and the Trial 
* Ty by Ordeal, which then was not in Eng- 
* Wigermenſis reports, That the Normans who 
came in with Queen Emma, the Wife of Ethelred, 
were ſo hated of the Eugliſb for their Injuſtice and 
falſe Judgment, that, in the Time of King Canu- 
tus, they were for this Cauſe baniſhed ; and it is 


the 


* 
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the leſs probable that they, being ſo unjuſt them- 


ſelves, ſhould introduce fo juſt Laws as ours are. 

Between the Conqueſt of Normandy by Rollo, 
and the Invaſion of England by Duke William, 
there were not above 150 Years; that of Nor- 
mandy was about Ann. 912; that of England, Ann. 
1060. It is not then conſonant to Reaſon, that 
thoſe Normans, Pagans, a rough martial People, 
deſcended from ſo many barbarous Nations, ſhould, 
in the Time of 150 Years, eſtabliſh ſuch excellent 
Laws among themſelves, and io different from the 
French Laws, among whom they were, and all 
Parts in the World except England; and ſuch Laws 
which were not only fit for their Dukedom and 
{mall Territory, but fit alſo for this Kingdom, 
which, in thoſe Days, was the ſecond in Europe 
for Antiquity and Worth, by Confeſſion of moſt 
foreign Hiſtorians. 

If we will give Credit to their own Authors, 
this Point will be ſufficiently evinced by them: 


Theſe Words are in the Proeme of the Cſtomary, 


which is intitled Deſcriptis Normanniæ, hucujque 
Normannicæ Conſuetudinis Latorem frue Datorem, 
Sanctum Edvardum Angliæ Regem, c. 

The ſame is witneſſed by Chronica Chronico- 
rum, That St. Edward, King of England, gave the 


Laws to the Normans, when he was long har- 


boured there; and that he made both the Laws of 
England and Nor mandy, appears ſufficiently by the 
Conformity of them; for which he cites ſeveral 
Particulars, as of Appeals, and the Cuſtom of 
England, ad probandum aliguid per Credentiam duo- 
decim Hominum vicinorum; which, he faith, re- 
mained in Normandy to that Day. 

Polydore, forgetting himſelf what he wrote in 
another Place, faith of King Henry the Seventh, 
That when a Doubt was made upon the Propoſal 
of Marriage of his Daughter to Scotland, that 
thereby England might in Time be ſubject unto 
Scotland, the King anſwered, No; and that Eng- 


land, as the greater, will draw it to Scotland, be- 


ing the leſs, and incorporate it to the Laws of - 15 
an 
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land; as, ſaith the Hiſtorian, it did Normandy, Inter-regnum; 


though the Owner thereof was Conqueror in Eng- 


land. * 

And Sir Roger Owen, in his MSS. affirms, 
That there is not any of our Hiſtorians, that lived 
in the Space of 200 Years immediately after the 
Conqueſt, which doth deſcribe our Laws to be ta- 
ken away, and the Norman Cuftom introduced, by 
the Conqueror. Some of them, and not impro- 
bably, mention the Alteration. of ſome Part of 
them; and the bringing in ſome Norman Cuſtoms 
effectual for the keeping of the Peace. Jer 

There is yet behind the great Argument moſt 
inſiſted on, and often urged by the 3 of 
another Opinion, which is the Title of William, 
who is called the Conqueror, from whenge they 
conclude, That, by his Conqueſts, he changed the 
Laws and Government of this Nation; and that his 
Succeſſors reckon the Beginning of their Reigns from 
his Congueſt. E 

To this is anſwered, That 4 poſſe ad eſſe non 


valet Argumentum The conquering of the Land 


is one Thing, the introducing of new Laws is an- 
other Thing; but there is direct Proof to the con- 
trary of this Argument. | | 
Duke William never ſurnamed himſelf the 
Conqueror, nor was ſo called in his Life-time, as 
may appear by all the Letters Patents, and Deeds 
that he made; wherein he is called Gulielmus Rex, 
Dux, &c. never Conqueſtor; and our antient Hiſ- 
torians give.him the ſame Titles, and not that of 
Conqueror. In the Title of Newbrigen/is's Book, 
he is ſurnamed William the Baſtard, Malmſbury 
calls him William the Firſt. Hoveden, William the 


Elder. Adam de Myrimuth ſaith, That 1 Ed. III. 


this Word, Congue/t, was found out to denote and 
Pra, 6 the certain Edward, becauſe two of the 
ſame Name were Predeceſſors to this King, and to 


the Conqueror, who claimed the Crown as Heir 
to Edward the Confeſſor; but, ſaith he, we call 


him the Conqueror, for that he overcame Harold. 
Duke

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1 as Succeſſor and adopted Heir of the Con- 
feſſor by his Will, and Harold's renouncing of his 
Title by Oath. 

The Regiſter of St. Alban's, Matthew Paris, 
and others, atteſt, That the Barons of England did 
Homage to him as Succeſſor; and he relied on them 
in his foreign Wars; and the Check given to him 


by the Kentifh Men, and the Forces gathered by 


the Abbot of St. Alban's, brought him to engage 
to confirm the Laws of the Confeſſor; and, as his 
Succeſſor by legal Right, they admitted him to be 
their King. Volateran writes, That he was made 
Heir to the Confeffor, who was Uncle to him. 
Another affirms, That Edward, by his Will, left 
England to him. Paulus Emilius and Fulgaſius 
are to the ſame Purpoſe. Pope Alexander the Se- 
cond ſent him a Banner, as Witneſs that, with a 
fafe Conſcience, he might expel Harold the Ty- 
rant, becauſe the Crown was due to him by the 
Confeflor's Will and by Harold's Oath. Agree- 
able hereunto are Gemeticenfis, Walſingham, Malm/- 
bury, Huntington, Ingulphus, Paris, Pike, Ven- 
dover, Caxton, Giſborn, and others. 
The antient Deeds of the Abbey of Weſtmin- 
ſter, which were ſometimes in my Cuftody, do 
prove this. King William, in his Charter to them, 
fets forth his own Title to the Crown thus, Bene- 
feeio Conceſſionis Cognati mei, & glerieſi Regis, Ed- 
vardi. In his ſecond Charter, dated Anno 15. of 
his Reign, he ſaith, In Honour of King Edward, 
who made me his Heir, and adopted me to rule over 
this Nation. In his Charter, dated 1088, of the 
Liberties of St. Martin's the Great, in the Manu- 
ſcript thereof are theſe Words: In Example of 


| Moſes who built the Tabernacle, and of Solomon, 


who built the Temple, Ego Gulielmus Dei Diſpoſi- 
tione, & Conſanguinitatis Hereditate, Anglorum 
Baſileus, &c. 

< The Charter of Henry the Firſt, his Son, to 
this Abbey, In Honour of Edward my Kinſman, who 


adopted

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adopted my Father and his Children to be Heirs to this Inter- regnum. 


Kingdom, &c. In another Charter of Henry the 
Firſt, in the Book of Eli, he calls himſelf the Son 
of King William the Great, who, by hereditary 
Right, ſucceeded King Edward. 
© It is true, that as to his Pretence of Title by 
the Will of the Confeſſor, Matthew Paris object- 
eth, That the Device was void, being without the 
Conſent of the Barons. | 
To which may be anſwered, That probably 
the Law might be ſo in Henry the Firſt's Time, 
when Parts wrote, and was ſo taken to be in the 
Statute of Carliſie, and in the Caſe of King Fohn - 
But at the Time of Duke William's Invaſion, the 
Law was taken to be, That a Kingdom might be 
transferred by Will. So was that of Sixtus Ref 83 
and Aſia came to the Romans by the Will of King 
Attalus; the Words by Annæus Florus are, Popu- 
lus Romanus bonorum meorum Heres eſto. Bythi- 
nia came to the Romans by the laſt Will of their 
King Nicamedes, which is remembered by Eutro- 
pius, together with that of Lyb:a. Cicero, in his 
Orations, tells us, That the Kingdom of Alexan- 
dria, by the laſt Will of their King, was devolved 
to Rome, And Praſitagus Rex Icenorum in Eng- 
land, upon his Death-Bed, gave his Kingdom to 
the Emperor Nero. + 8 
© As to Examples in this Point at home, this 
King William the Firſt, by his Will, gave Eng- 
land to his younger Son William Rufus. King 
Stephen claimed by the Will of Henry the Firſt. 
King Henry the Eighth had Power by Act of Par- 
liament to order the Succeffion of the Crown as he 
pleaſed by Will. And the Lords of the Council, 
in Queen Mary's Time, wrote to her, That the 
Lady Fane's Title to the Crown, was by the Will 
and Letters of Edward the Sixth. 
As the Caſe of Henry the Eighth was by Act 
of Parliament; ſo Duke William, after he con- 
quered Harold, was, by the general Conſent of the 


Barons and People of England, accepted for their 


King, and ſo his Title by Will confirmed; and — 
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Heir and Succeffor; confirmed their antient Laws, 
and ruled. according to them. 

This appears by Chronica Chronicorum, ſpeak- 
ing of William the Baſtard, King of England and 
Duke of Normandy, he ſaith, That whereas St. Ed- 
ward had no Heir of England, William, having con- 
guered Harold the Uſurper, obtained the Crown un- 
der this Condition, That he ſhould inviolably obſerve 
theſe Laws given by the ſaid Edward. | 

It is teſtified likewiſe by many of our Hiſto- 
rians, That the antient Laws of England were 
confirmed by Duke William. Jornalenſis faith, 
That out of the Merchen- Lage, Weſt-Saxon-Lage, 
and Dane-Lage, the Confeſſor compoſed the Com- 
mon Law, which remains to this Day. Malmſ- 
bury, who lived in Duke William's Time, ſaith, 
That the Kings were ſworn to obſerve the Laws 
of the Confeſſor, ſo called, ſaith he, becauſe he 
obſerved them moſt religiouſly. | 

© But to make this Point clear out of Ingulphus. 
He faith, in the End of his Chronicle, I Ingulphus 
brought with me from London, into my Monaſtery, 
(Crowland) the Laws of the moſt righteous King 
Edward, which my Lord King William did com- 
mand by his Proclamation to be authentic and per- 
petual, and to be obſerved throughout the whole 
Kingdom of England, upon Pain of moſt heinous 
Puniſhment. The Ledger-Book of the Abbey of 
Maltbam commends Duke William, for reſtoring 
the Laws of the Engliſhmen out of the Cuſtoms of 
their Country. Radburn follows this Opinion; 
and theſe Laws of Edward the Confeſſor are the 
fame, in part, which are contained in our Great 
Charter of Liberties. A Manuſcript, intitled De 
Geſtis Anglorum, faith, That, at a Parliament at 
London, 4. William the Firſt, the Lawyers alſo 
preſent, that the King might hear their Laws, he 
eſtabliſhed St. Edward's . they being for- 


merly uſed in King Edgar's Time. There is 
alſo Mention of the twelve Men out of every 


County, to deliver truly the State of their * 
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The ſame is remembered by Selden, Hiſtory of Inter-regnum, 


Tythes, and Titles of Honour ; and in a MSS. Chro- 
nicle, bound with the Book of Eli in Cotton's Li- 
brary. | 

a . of the worthy Gentlemen from whom TI 
differ in Opinion, was pleaſed to ſay, That if 
William the Conqueror did not introduce the Laws 
of Normandy into England, yet he conceives our 
Laws to be brought out of France hither in the Time 
of ſome other of our Kings, who had large Terri- 
tories in-France, and brought in their Laws hither, 
elſe he wonders how our Laws ſhould be in French. 

« Sir, I ſhall endeavour to ſatisfy his Wonder 
therein by-and-by ; but, firſt, with your Leave, 
I ſhall offer to you ſome Probabilities out of 
Hiſtoty, That the Laws of England were by ſome 
of thoſe Kings carried into France, rather than the 
Laws of France brought hither. This is expreſly 
affirmed by Paulus Jovius, who writes, That when 
the Englih Kings reigned in a great Part of France, 
they taught the French their Laws. Sabellicus, a 
Venetian Hiſtorian, writes, That the Normans, in 
their Manners and Cuſtoms, and Laws, followed 
the Engliſh. Pelydore Vergil, contradicting him- 
ſelf in another Place then before cited, relates, 
That, in our King Henry the Firſt's Time, the 
Duke of Bedford called together the chief Men of 
all the Cities in Normandy ; and delivered, in his 
Oration to them, the many Benefits that the Eng- 
liſh afforded them, eſpecially in that the Engliſb 
gave to them their Cuſtoms and Laws. By the 
Chronicle of Eltham, Henry the Fifth ſent to 
Caen in Normandy, not only Divines but Engliſb 
common Lawyers, by the Agreement at Troys. 
So there is much more Probability that the Laws 
of England were introduced into France and Nor- 
mandy, than that the Laws of Normandy, or any 
__ Part of France, were introduced in Eng- 
and, 

If the Normans had been Conquerors of Eng- 
land, as they were not, but their Duke was only 
Conqueror of Harold, and received as hereditary 


King 
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Inter-regnum. King of England, yet it is not probable they would

have changed our Laws, and have introduced 
theirs, becauſe they did not uſe to do fo upon other 


Conqueſts. The Normans conquered the Iſles of 


Guernſey and Ferſey, yet altered not their Laws; 
which, in their local Cuſtoms, are like unto ours. 
The like they did in Sicily, Naples, and Apulia, 
where they were Conquerors, yet the antient Laws 
of thoſe Countries were continued. 

I hope, Mr. Speaker, I have, by this Time, 
given ſome Satisfaction to the worthy Gentlemen 
who differed from me, That the Laws of Eng- 
{and were not impoſed upon us by the Conqueror, 
nor brought over hither, either out of Normandy, 
or any other Part of France; but are our antient 
native Laws. I muſt now come to endeavour alſo 
to ſatisfy the Wonder, I they were not brought out 
of Normandy, or ſome other Part of France, how 
come they then to be written in the French Lan- 
guage © | 

« Sir, It is to me an Argument, that becauſe 
they are written in French, therefore they were not 
brought in by Duke William the Norman; for the 
French Tongue was not the Language of Duke 
William and the Normans. They had not been 
then, in Duke William's Time, paſt four Deſcents 
in that Part of France; and it is improbable that 
they, in ſo ſhort a Time, ſhould loſe their native 
Tongue, and take up and uſe the Language of an- 
other Country which was conquered by them. 
© The Normans came from Sweden, Gothland, 
Norway, and Denmark; between whoſe Languages, 
and with the High-Datch, their Neighbours, there 


is a great Affinity; but between theſe Languages 


and the French there is none at all. Ulphilus holds, 
That the Dutch Tongue came from the Goths. 
Fornandus faith, The Goths Tongue came from the 
Dutch. All agree, that between theſe Languages 
and the French there is no Affinity. 

© It is ſo improbable that Duke Villiam ſhould 
cauſe our Laws to be in French, that, when he 
proclaimed them, as Ingulpbhus teſtifies, he com- 
manded 


. 
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manded that they ſhould be uſed in the ſame Lan- Tnter-regnurz 
guage they were written (in Eugliſb to his Juſ- 1650. 
tices; and gives the Reaſon, left, by Ignorance, 
we ſhould happen to break them. 

But it hath been further objected,” I Duke 
William did not cauſe our Laws to be written in 
French, what then ſhould be the Reaſon that the 
Grand Cuſtomary of his Norman Laws were writ- 
ten in the French Tongue? 

The Reaſon thereof is given, That the Nor- 
mans, being a rough and martial People, had few 
Clerks among them; but made Uſe of thote French 
among whom they then lived, and whoſe Language 
they tnen began to be acquainted with and to un- 
derſtand ; But when they were in England, they 
had not fo much Uſe of thoſe Clerks, and that 
Language, but more of the Engliſb; and probably 
it might be, that the Confeſſor had been ſo long 
in France, that he was more Maſter of that Lan- 
guage than of the Norman; and that the Normans 
underſtood that Language better than the Engliſb; 
and thereupon the Caſtomary was written in the 
French Tongue : But it doth not therefore follow, 
that Duke William muſt» cauſe the Engliþ Laws 
to be written in the French Tongue; but it is more 
likely that he might cauſe them to be continued in 
their native Idiom, which was much nearer in 
Affinity to his own Northern Language than the .

Inter- reznum. Nations. Ingulphus faith, That the Saxon Hand 
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was uſed untill the Time of King Alfred, long be- 
fore the Time of Duke William; and that he be- 
ing brought up by French Teachers, uſed the 
French Hand: And he notes many Charters of 
Edred and Edgar, written in the French Hand, and 
ſome Saxon mix'd with it, as in the Book of Doomſ- 
day: That Edward the Confeſſor, by reaſon of his 
long being in France, was turned into the French 
Fathion, and all England with him : But that Wil- 
{iam the Firſt commanded our Laws to be written 
in the Engliſb Tongue, becauſe moſt Men under- 
ſtood it; and that there be many of his Patents in 


the Saxon Tongue. 


] ſuppoſe we may be ſatisfied that William the 
Firſt did not cauſe our Laws to be written in 
French, though the French Language was much in 
Uſe here before his Time. And if he did not in- 
troduce the French Language into England, the Ar- 

ument falls, That becauſe they are written m 
French, therefore he brought them in. 

But, Sir, I ſhall offer you ſome Conjectures, 
how it came that our Laws were written in 
French ; which I ſuppoſe might be begun in the 
Time of our King Henry the Second, who was a 
Frenchman born, and had large Territories and Re- 
lations in France; many of his Succeſſors had the 
like, and very much to do in France, and with 
Frenchmen, of whom great Numbers came into 
England; and they and the Engliſh matched and 
lived together, both here and in ſome Parts of 
France, Hence it came to paſs, as Grraldus Cam- 
brenfis notes, that the Engliſb Tongue was in great 
Uſe in Bourdeaux, and in other , = of France 
where the Englii/hmen were reſident and conver- 
ſant; the like was when the Frenchmen were ſo 
converſant in England. 

© Matthew Weſtminſter writes, That he was in 
Hazard of loſing his Living, becauſe he underſtood 
not the French Tongue; and that in King Henry 
the Second and King Stephen's Time, who had 
large Dominions in France, their - native Coun- 
try, 
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try, the Number of French, and of Matches with Inter-regnum, 


them, was ſo great, that one could hardly know 
who 3 and who was Engliſh. Gervaſius 
Tilburienſis obſerves the ſame; and Brackland 
writes, That in Richard the Firſt's Time Preach- 
ing in England was in the French Tongue ; pro- 
bably Pleading might be ſo likewiſe : And, in King 
ea Time, French was accounted as the Mother 
ongue. 

There are ſcarce any Deeds of our Kings in 
French, before Henry the Second's Time; the 
moſt are in Edward the Firſt and Edward the Se- 
cond's Time. 

That our Laws were pleaded and written in 


French before Edward the Third's Time, appears 


by the Statute, 36. Ed. III. cap. 15, which re- 
cites the Miſchief of the Law being in French ; 
and enacts, That the Law ſhall hereafter be plead- 
ed in Engliſh, and enrolled in Latin. 

This is one Ground of the miſtaken Opinion 
of Lambert, Palydore, Speed, and others, that Duke 
IViliam brought in hither both the Norman Laws 
and Language ; which I apprehend to be fully an- 
ſwered, and the contrary manifeſted, by what I 
have ſaid before on this Zubjeck. 

Polydore's Miſtake may appear the more when 
he aſſerts, That by this Statute 36. Edw. III. 
Matters are to be enrolled in Engliſb; which is 
contrary to the expreſs Words, That they are to 
be enrolled in Latin. Many of our Law-Books 
were written in Latin, before the Norman Inva- 
hon, as appears by the antient Rolls of Manors 
and Courts Baron, and our old Authors, Glanvill, 
Bratton, Tilbury, Hengham, Fleta, the Regiſter, 
and Book of Entries. The Records at We/tmin/ter 
and the Tower, and other Records yet extant, are 
in Latin; and many Books of our Law, in Latin, 
were tranſlated into Engliſo about Edward the 
Third's Time. PR 

© Moſt of our Statutes, from Edward the Firſt's 
Time, till about the Middle of Henry the Seventh's 
Reign, are enrolled in French, notwithſtanding 
h E e 2 this 
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Inter-regnum. this Statute 36. Edw. III. except the Statute, 


6. Rich. II. and ſome others, in Latin. Richara 
the Second, Henry the Fourth, Henry the Fifth, 
and Henry the Sixth, uſed to write their Letters in 
French, and ſome of our Pleadings are in French, 
and in the Common-Pleas, to our Time. But, 
Sir, our Law is Lex non ſcripta, I mean our Com- 
mon Law : And our Statutes, Records, and Books 
which are written in French, are no Argument that 
therefore the Original of our Laws is from France 
for they were in being before any of the French 
Language was in our Laws. 

Forteſcue writes, That the Engliſh kept their Ac- 
counts in French; yet doubtleſs they had Accounts 
here, and Revenues, before the French Language 
was in uſe here. Lord Coke ſaith, That the Con- 
N taught the Engliſb the Norman Terms of 

awking, Hunting, Gaming, Cc. yet no doubt 


but that theſe Recreations were in uſe with us be- 


fore his Time. And though Duke William, or 
any other of our Kings before or after his Time, 


did bring in the French Tongue amongſt us; yet 


that is no Argument that he or they did change or 
introduce our Laws, which undoubtedly were here 


long before thoſe Times; and ſome of them, when 
the French Tongue was fo much in uſe here, were 


tranſlated, written, and pleaded, and recorded in 
the French Tongue, yet remained the ſame Laws 
ſtill. And from that great Uſe of the French Tongue 
here, it was that the Reporters of our Law Caſes and 
Judgments which were in thoſe Times, did write 
their Reports in French; which was the pure 


French in that Time, though mix'd with ſome 


Words of Art. Thoſe Terms of Art were taken 


many of them from the Saxon Tongue, as may be 


ſeen by them yet uſed. And the Reporters of later 


Times, and our Students at this Day, uſe to take 


their Notes in French ; following the old Reports 
which they had ſtudied, and the old French, which, 
as in other Languages, by Time came to be va- 
ried. 1 | ; | ; 
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I ſhall not deny but that ſome Monks in elder. Inter-regnum. 


Times, and ſome Clerks and Officers, might have 
a Cunning, for their private Honour and Profit, 
to keep up a Myſtery, to have as much as they could 
of our Laws to be in a Kind of Myſtery to the Vul-

gar, to be the leſs underſtood by them; yet the 


Counſellors at Law, and Judges, could have no Ad- 
vantage by it: But perhaps it would be found, that 


the Law's being in Engliſb, and generally more 
underſtood, yet not ſufficiently, would occaſion 


the more Suits: And poſiibly there may be ſome- 
thing of the like Nature as to the Court-Hand; 
yet if the more common Hands were uſed in our 
Law Writings, they would be the more ſubject to 
Change, as the Engliſßb and other Languages are, 
but not the Latin. Surely the French Tongue, uſed 
in our Reports and Law- Books, deſerves not to 
be ſo enviouſly decried as it is by Polydore, Eliot, 
Daniel, Hotoman, Cowel, and other Cenſurers. 

But, Mr. Speaker, if I have been tedious, I 
humbly aſk your Pardon, and have the more Hopes 
to obtain it from ſo many worthy Engliſhb Gentle- 
men, when that which I have ſaid was chiefly in 
Vindication of their own native Laws, unto which 
I held myſelf the more obliged by the Duty of my 
Profeſſion; and I account it an Honour to me to 
be a Lawyer. | 

As to the Debate and Matter of the Act now 
before you, I have delivered no Opinion againſt it; 
nor do I think it reaſonable that the Generality of 
the People of England ſhould, by an implicit Faith, 
depend upon the Knowledge of others in that which 
concerns them moſt of all. It was the Romi ſb 
Policy to keep them in Ignorance of Matters per- 
taining to their Souls Health ; let them not be in 
Ignorance of Matters pertaining to their Bodies, 
Eſtates, and all their worldly Comfort. It is not 
unreaſonable that the Law ſhould be in that Lan- 


guage which may beſt be underſtood by thoſe whoſe 
Lives and Fortunes are ſubject to it, and are to be 
governed by it. Maſes read all the Laws openly 
before the People in their Mother Tongue ; God 

E e 3 | directed 
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Tater-regnum. directed him to write it, and to expound it to the 
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People in their own native Language, that what 
concerned their Lives, Liberties, and Eſtates, 
might be made known unto them in the moſt per- 
ſpicuous Way. The Laws of the Eaftern Nations 
were in their proper Tongue. The Laws at Con- 
fantinople were in Greet; at Rome, in Latin; in 
France, Spain, Germany, Sweden, Denmark, and 
other Nations, their Laws are publiſhed in their 
native Idiom. For your own Country, there is no 
Man that can read the Saxon Character, but may 
find the Laws of your Anceſtors yet extant in the 
Engliſh Tongue. Duke WVilliam himſelf com- 
manded the Laws to be proclaimed in Engliſb, that 
none might pretend Ignorance of them. It was 
the Judgment of the Parliament, 36. Edu. III. 
That Pleadings ſhould be in Engliſh; and in the 
Reigns of thoſe Kings when our Statutes were en- 
rolled in French and Engliſh, yet then the Sheriffs 
in their ſeveral Counties were to proclaim them in 


Engliſb. 


© I ſhall conclude with a Complaint of what! 
have met with abroad from ſome military Perſons, 
nothing but Scoffs and Invectives againſt our Law, 
and Threats to take it away ; but the Law is above 
the Reach of thoſe Weapons which, at one Time 
or another, will return upon thoſe that uſe them. 
Solid Arguments, ſtrong Reaſons, and Authorities, 
are more fit for Confutation of any Error, and Sa- 
tisfaction of different Judgments. When the Em- 
peror took a Biſhop in complete Armour, in a 
Battle, he ſent the Armour to the Pope, with this 
Word, Hæccine ſunt Veftes Filii tui? So may I ſay 
to thoſe Gentlemen abroad, as 'to their Railings, 
Taunts, and Threats againſt the Law, Hæccin 
ſunt Argumenta horum Antinomianorum? They will 


be found of no Force, but recoiling Arms. Nor 


is it ingenuous or prudent for Engliſpmen to deprave

we muſt have Recourſe to the Contemporary Wri- 
ters and Diaries of the Times d. Theſe Autho- 
rities inform us, That many Affronts and Inſults 
were offered to the Parliament's Ambaſladors at 
the Hague, by the Royaliſts, of which they give the 
following Inſtances: Mr. Strzckland's Coach- 
man and another of his Servants were attack'd b 
fix Cavaliers, at their Maſter's own Door; the for- 
mer of whom received a Cut upon his Head, and 
the other loſt his Sword in the Fray.—The Threats 
run ſo high that this Ambaſſadors Domeſtics were 
obliged to keep conſtant Watch in his Houſe by 
Turns.—A Deſign was form'd to aſſaſſinate Mr. 
St. John; and an Attempt made to break into his 
Chamber.—Prince Edward, one of the Queen of 
Bohemia's Sons, walking in the Park at the Hague 
with his Siſter, and meeting the Ambaſſadors in their 
Coach, called out to them, in a taunting Manner, 
Oh you Rogues, you Degs ! with many other high 
Expreſſions of his Reſentment and Indignation.— 
But the moſt remarkable Inſtance was a kind of 
Rencounter between the Duke of York and Mr. 
St. Fobn, which is related to the following Effect, 
by a French Writer ©, who gives it us on the Au- 
thority of a Gentleman, reſident in Holland when 
the Affair happened: Mr. St. John, taking a

knowledge either you, or him of whom you ſpeak, 
but as a Race of YVagabonds, Hereupon the Duke 
inſtantly clapt his Hand to his Sword; and, in all 
Probability, the Diſpute would not have ended 
without Bloodſhed, had not the Company upon 
the Walk interfered and parted them.

By Letters read this Day, from other Parts of 
Ireland, it was certified, That 1000 Horſe from 
the Lord-Deputy Treton had cauſed all the Rebels 
at Ballinaſſoe, with the Conjunction of Caſtlebaven 
and the Ul/ter Forces, to diſperſe and ſcatter : 
That Clanrictard and Caſtlehaven went for Galway, 
with divers of the Gentry, leaving only 600 Horſe 
and 2000 Foot with 1 O' Farrell 
and Sir Malter Dungan, who were afterwards for- 
ced to retreat by Lieutenant-General Ludlow and 
Colonel Reynolds; alſo Ballinaſſoe, a conſiderable 
Paſs over the River, taken, and a Garriſon of 
40 Foot and 20 Horſe put in there ; the Enemy 
purſued to Maylagb, and ſo to Tuam and Irco- 
naught, they being ſtill more and more ſcattered. 
Beſides the taking of Athlone, Roughra, Portumny, 
and Ballinaſloe, Melecks and Rogecredgh were taken, 
and the Caſtle of Roſcommon was upon Surrender; 
Fames-Town offered a Submiſſion ; and all Con- 
xaught was, upon the Matter, reduced, and brought 
under Contribution.”

ONCE my laft of the 25th of May, that

After ſix Miles March we overtook them drawn

50 Yards: There we charged them, and, after a 
« handſome Diſpute, God, by us, was pleaſed to 
« oive them an entire Rout. Moſt of their Men 
were killed and wounded, amongſt whom were 
« 16 Officers, the beſt Men they had. We got 
good Store of Horſes and Arms; and, to indear 
the Mercy, I loft not one Man, and had only 
eight wounded, and none of them mortally. In 
the Number of our Priſoners I took one Cornet 
© Barmoall, who, having ſerved under my Com- 
mand fince I came for Ireland, we cauſed to be 
« ſhot to Death for his Revolt. This is the firſt 
Time that ever I remember Horſe to Horſe 
© fought in Ireland. After God was pleaſed to ho- 
© nour us with this Succeſs, I had Intelligence that 
© a great Party of the Rebels Horſe and Foot were 
© come over Blackwater into our Quarters near 
this Place, upon which I went to fight them with 


* ſuch Force as I could on the Inſtant get together, 


© that is two Troops of Horſe and one of Dra- 
* g00NS., _. 

Providence ſo ordered it that, in Caſtle-Lyons 
© Town, we fell upon Part of three Regiments of 
© their Horſe ; who, having the Advantage of a 
Bridge, fought very well, and put 60 of our 
© Horſe to a ſtand, and indeed into ſome Diſor- 
© der; but at length he that is the Giver of Victo- 
© ries gave us this over theſe Enemies, whom we 


© had the Execution of for five Miles; fo as I think 


* not ten of them got off, and not above three un- 
© wotinded. We took but 29 Prifoners, moſt of 
them Officers or Gentlemen's Sons. I had but 
one Man killed, fix of my own Troop wounded, 


and my Cornet, who did gallantly, is, I fear, 


* mortally ſhot. This was a very ſignal Mercy, 
© and will, I hope, give us ſome little Breathing 
in this Country, As we were in the Execution, 
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© a Body of the Rebels Foot and a Troop of their 
© Horſe appeared two Miles off. I rallied a Party 
together, and went to fight them; but ſome of 


| © their Scouts being kill'd and taken, the reſt fled 


© to a great Wood faſter than our wearied Horſe 
could follow them. In both theſe there was 
© little of us, and much of God, which we endea- 
< youred to acknowledge to him upon the Place. 

. © Juſt as I was concluding this Letter, I receiv'd 
© the certain and joyful News of our Army's ha- 
© ving paſs'd the Shannon at Killalagb, and of their 
© having had good Execution upon the Rebels that 
< defended the Paſſes: As allo that Sir Charles 
© Coot was 52 with my Lord-Deputy in Con- 
© naught , So that I truſt our Work will be ſhort, 
< and I now able to turn Plowman next Winter.

This being our firſt Mention of Lord Broghill, 
afterwards Earl of Orrery) who makes ſo great a

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After the horrid Murder was committed upon Inter-regnum. 


the King's ſacred Perſon, Lord Broghill, giving up 
all Ireland for loſt, retired into Exgland, to a ſmall 
Eftate left him by his Father, at Marſton in So- 
merſetſhire, where he lived till 1649. 

During this Retirement, his Lordſhip lament- 
ing the ſad Condition of the Royal Family, and the 
Ruin of theſe Kingdoms, and reflecting upon the 
Cruelties and Inhumanities of the [rib Rebels, he 
at laſt thought it too much below his Spirit and Duty 
to fit ftill, and ſee all Rights thus trampled under 
Foot by Uſurpers. He reſolved therefore to attempt 
ſomething for the public as well as private Good ; 
and accordingly, under Pretence of going to the Spa 
Waters in Germany, he intended to croſs the Seas, 
and apply himſelf to King Charles II. for a Com- 
miſſion to raiſe what Forces he could, to reſtore 
his Majeſty in Ireland, and to recover his own 
Eſtate, then given for loſt. But in order to the 
accompliſhing this Reſolution he ſent to the Earl 
of Warwick, who had an Intereſt in the prevailing 
Party, deſiring him to procure a Licence for him 
to paſs beyond the Seas to the Spa; not acquaint- 
ing that Lord with the main Intent of his going, and 
only communicating his Deſign to ſome Friends, 
whom he imagined to be loyal and ſecret. He had 
already made up a conſiderable Sum of Money, and 
was now arrived at London, in order to proſecute 
his Voyage; when a Gentleman belonging to 
Cromwell, who was then made General in Sir Tho- 
mas Fairfax's Place, came to his Lodgings to let 
him know that the General, his Maſter, intended 
to wait upon him, if he knew but the Hour when 
he would be at Leiſure to receive him. My Lord 
was very much ſurprized at this Paſſage, becauſe 
he never had any Acquaintance with Cromwell, nor 
ever exchanged one Word with him. Wherefore he 
told the Gentleman, he preſumed he was miſtaken, 
and that he was not the Perſon to whom the Ge- 
neral had ſent him with that Meſſage.

Cromwell told 
him, that neither he, nor the Council, were Stran- 
gers to his Actions in the {r:þ War; and there- 
fore the ſubduingyof the Iriſb Rebels being now left 
to his Care, he had obtained Leave from the Coun- 


cil to make an Offer to Lord Brogbill, that if he 


would ſerve in the Wars againſt the Iriſb, he ſhould 
have a General Officer's Command, and ſhould 
have no Oaths nor Engagements laid upon him, 
nor ſhould be obliged to fight againſt any but the 
Iriſh.

afterwards be ſerviceable to the Royal Party, he 
reſolved to accept of it upon the Conditions which 
Cromwell mentioned; promiſing, upon his Word 
and Honour, he would faithſully aſſiſt Cromwell in 
ſubduing the 1r:/þ Rebellion.

ligue d' Angleterre. 

Theſe ſeveral Papers being read, it was reſolv'd, 
That the Parliament doth approve of all the Pro- 
ceedings of the Lords Ambaſſadors in this Nego- 
tiation; and that they have the Thanks of the 
Houſe for their great and faithful Services therein; 
which the Speaker gave them accordingly. The 
ſame Compliment was alſo paid to the Gentlemen 
that attended them abroad, for their Services to 


the Parliament, and the Reſpect ſhewn to their 
Ambaſladors. 


Thus ended this fruitleſs Embaſſy, which Mr.

{ This Diſappointment, adds our Memorialiſt, 
ſat ſo heavy upon the haughty Spirit of the Lord 
Chief Juſtice Sr. John, that he reported theſe 
Tranſactions with the higheſt Aggravations againſt 
the States; and thereby was a principal Inſtru- 
ment to prevail with the Council of State to move 
the Parliament to paſs an Act prohibiting foreign 
Ships from bringing any Merchandizes into Eng- 
land, except ſuch as were of the Growth or Ma- 
nufacture of that Country to which the ſaid Ships 
did belong. This Law, though juſt in itſelf, and 
very advantageous to the Engliſh Nation, was fo 
highly reſented by the Dutch, who had for a long 
Time driven the Trade of Europe by the great 
Number of their Ships, that it ſoon proved to be 
the Ball of Contention between the two Nations.”
